It is the long-considered decision of the Ftihrer that in the event of 
attacks against the Reich or the Occupying Foroes in the occupied territories 
different measures are to be taken against the perpetrators than hitherto. 

The Ftlhrer is of the following opinion: Penalties for such actions involving 
loss of liberty, even penal servitude for life, are considered as signs of 
weakness. An effective and lasting deterrent can only be achieved by the 
death penalty or by measures that leave relatives and the population in a state 
of uncertainty as to the fate of the perpetrator. This purpose is served by 
transportation to Germany. 


Enclosed directives for the prosecution of penal offenoes are in 
accordance with the Ftihrer's standpoint on the subject. They have been 
examined and approved by him.

for the Prosecution of Penal Offences against the Reich 
or the Occupying Forces in the Occupied Territories 
of 7th December 1%1 * 

'.Vith the start of the Russian Campaign, Communist elements and other 
anti-German circles in the occupied territories have been intensifying their 
attacks against the Reich and Occupying Forces. The extent and dangerous 
character of these activities necessitate for deterrent reasons resort to the 
most stringent measures against those responsible. To begin with, action must 
be taken along the follo\/ing lines: 

I. In the occupied territories the death-penalty is, in principle, 
expedient for penal offences coimitted by non-German civilians, which are 
directed against the Reich - or the occupying forces, -'whose safety or readiness for 
action is endangered thereby. 

II The renal offences under Para. I arc on principle to be adjudicated in 
fhe . ccupied territories only if it is probable that the death-sentence will be 
pass id on the perpetrators, or at least on the chief perpetrators, and if the . 
pr eeding3 and executions of the death-sentences can be carried out very 
speedily. Otherwise the perpetrators, or, at least, the chief perpetrators, ore 
to bo sent to Germany. 

III. Perpetrators who arc taken to Germahy are in that country subject to 
military procedure only when such action is conditioned by speoial military 
interests. Should.. questions be asked about such offenders by German or foreign 

administrations, they are to be told that the persons in question have been" 
arrested, and that at that stage of the proceedings no further information is 
permissible. 

IV. The Commanders in the occupied territories and the legal authorities are 
each in their own department personally responsible for carrying out this decree. 

V. The Chief pf the High Conrnmd of the Armed Forces decides to what occupied 
territories this decree is to be made applicable. He is authorised to furnish 
explanations, to issue regulations for carrying but the order and for supplementing 
i /same__7, ‘ The Reichs Minister of Justice is promulgating the provisions for 
carrying out the decree with effect within hie own province.

First Order 

for carrying out the directives of the Ftthrer and

On the authority of Seotion V of the directives of the Ftthrcr and 
Commander-in-Chief of the Armed Forces for the prosecution of penal offencos 
against the Reich or the Occupying Forces in the Occupied Territories of 7th 
December, 1941, I decree: 


I* The provisions of Section I of the directives will as a rule be 
found in: 


1 • Attacks against life and limb, 

2. Espionage, 

3* Sabotage, 

4* Communist activities, 

5* Punishable offences, likely to stir up disorder, 

6. Treasonable practices, by: 

(a) Smuggling of persons, 

(b) Thu attempt to join the arned forces of an enory Power, 


(c) helping persons attached to enemy armed forces (parachutists, 
eto. ) 

7* Forbidden possession of arms* 

II* (l) Penal offences under Section I of the Directives are to be 
adjudicated in the Occupied Territories only under following premises: 

1. There must bo a probability that sentence of death 
will bo passed on the offenders, or at least on the 
chief offenders* 


2. The proceedings and the carrying out of the death- 

sentence must be carried through as quickly as possible 
(on principle -within a week after arrest of the perpetrator) * 

3* Special political considerations should not prevent 
the immediate execution of the death- sentences. 

4* Apart from death-sentences on account of murder or guerilla 
activities, it is not expected that sentence of death will 
bo passed on a woman* 

( 2) Should a sentence passed in accordance with Section I be 
rescinded, proceedings oon be continued in the Occupied Territories, if the 
premises of Seotion I, No* 1,3 and 4 are still to be inferred* 

III. (l) For penal offences under Section I of the Directives, the legal 
authority will exainine in agreement with the military security control centres 
whether the premises for adjudication in the Occupied Territories are a given 
fact. If his finding is affirmative, he orders the assembly of the war oourt- 
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martial. Tf his finding is negative, he submits the documents to his 
Superior Commander (§89 Sect. 1 KStVO (decree)). The latter can reserve 
for himself the decision. 

(2) The Superior Commander makes the final decision as to whether 
the premises for adjudication in the Occupied Territories aro a given faot. 

If his finding is in the affirmative, he entrusts it to a legal authority 
within the sphere of his command. If in the negative, he instructs the 
Secret Field Police to take the offender to Germany. 

IV. (l) Offenders transported to Germany are subject there to military 
warfaro proceedings (Kriegsverfahren) only if the High Command of the Armed 
Forces or the Superior Commander in his decision according to Section III 
declares that special military considerations demand adjudication by a military 
court. If the above declaration is not made, the order holds good that the 
offender is to be taken to Gormany as tribute (Abgabe) in the sense of S 3 
Sect. 2 Clause 2 SStVO. 

(2) If the Superior Commander avails himself of hij authority in 
accordance with Sect. 1, ho submits the documents by official channels to the 
High Command of the Armed Forces. The offenders are to bo designated to the 
Secret Field Police as "Prisoners of the armed Forces." 

(3) The High Command of the Armed Forces decides the competency of the 
court for offenders who are, in accorclanoe with Sect. 1, subject to military 
proceedings. It can waive the competence of "the military courts. It can, 
further, defer proceedings for ary suitable length of time. 

V. The judicial proceedings in Germany are, on account of endangering the 
security of the Stato, to bo carried through strictly in camera. Foreign 
witnesses may be examined at the trial on]y with the consent of the High Command 
of the Armed Forces. 

VI. The regulations concerning military court proceedings in the decrees of 
tho Chief of the High Command of the armed Forces of the 13th September 1941 
relative to the situation in Norway (\VF3t/Abt /Armed Forces Operations Staff/ 
Section/ L (iV/Qu) No. 002034/41 most secret document) and of the 16th September 
1941 relative to Communist insurgent activities in the Occupied Territories 

( VfFSt/Abt/li (IV Qu) No . 002060/41 Very Secret Document) aro now replaced by the 
Directives and this Provision for Execution of sane. 

VII. (l) The Directives come into force three weeks after they have been 
signed. They aro to bo applied until further notice in all Occ’.pied Territories 
with the exooption of Denmark. 

(2) Regulations which havo been issued for the newly occupied Eastern 
territories aro not affected by the Directives. 

(3) For proceedings pending, Sec. I of the Directives must be applied. 

The legal authority and the Superior Commander can, however, for such proceedings 
apply Sec. Ill of this Provision of execution accordingly. If the Superior 
Conmandor decrees that an offender is to be token to Gormany, Section IV comes 
into forco. In tho case of offenders who have been tsken to Germary before tho 
Directives come into force, the High Command of the Armed Forces can proceed in

The Decree brings a fundamental innovation. The FOhrer and 
Commande r-in-Chi a f of th. Armed Forces ordains that penal offenoes of the 
kind designated, co.Ti.a „tcd by civilians in the Occupied Territories, are to be 
adjudicated by tthe competent military courts in the Occupied Territories only 
if 

(a) Sentence of death is pronounced; 

and 

(b) the sentence is to be announced within eight days after the 
arrest . 

Only if both premises are guaranteed does the FUhrer and Comnander- in- 
Chief of the A r ined Forces anticipate from the handling of criminal procedure in 
the Onriipied Territories the requisite -deterrent effect. 

Otherwise the accused are to be taken in future secretly to Germany and 
the further handling of the criminal ease is to be done here . The deterrent 
effect of theso measures lies: 

(a) in having the accused disappear without leaving ary trace. 

(b) in not permitting any information to be given as to their 
whereabouts and their fate. 

For the military Security Control Centres this Decree involves but 
slight modifications of their activities. Nov/, as before, the branches 
determine the time of the arrest of those suspect of espionage and sabotage. 

In designating this time it must, however, now be taken into consideration 
that as far as possible fully sufficient evidence for the deportation of the 
offender must exist hex ore the arrest, for after the arrest further investi- 
gations hardly come into question, as either sentences must be passed within 
eight days or, in the other event, further investigations on the spot by means 
of confrontation, etc. , arc made impossible owing to the deportation of the 
prisoners to Germary . Contact should therefore be established before the 
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•ax *t \/ith tho competent military court to investigate with them whether 
the O'41oct«d evidence is sufficient or not. 

If in tlie opinion of the competent military court or of the military 
commander an immediate adjudication is not feasible on the spot, and the 
offender must therefore be taken to Germany, the Military Security Control 
Centres send information to this effect direct to the Reich Security Office in 
Berlin, Prinzalbrechtstr. 7, C/o Kerr Criminal Police Director Dr. Fischer, 
giving exact number of prisoners and of the groups that belong together, 
according to the circumstances of tho individual ease. Should the Superior 
Commander have any special interest in tho adjudication of an individual case 
by a military court, the Reich Security Office is to be informed accordingly. 
Carbon copy of the whole communication to the Reich Security Office is to be 
sent to Foreign Dept/Security, Section Security III. 

The Reich Security Office will designate, according to the accommodation 
available, Gestapo quarters where the prisoner u \/ill be taken over. This 
Gestapo centre contacts the competent Security Department and arranges with 
them the details of transportation, more especially v/hether the latter is to be 
carried out by the Secret Field Police (GFP), the military police, or by the 
Gestapo themselves, as also in what manner and where the material (evidence, 
papers) is to be handed over. 

The Ftthrer's Decree applies, to begin with, only to tho Occupied 
Territories of the West ( Norway, Netherlands, Belgium and Northern France, 
Franco) .

3. Location: Rottweil, Black Forest. 

4* Condition of Target: Not applicable. 

5. Description. 

The assessors met Dr. Gerstoin by a chance encounter in a requisitioned 
hotel in Rottweil. He stated that wo were the first British or Americans he 
had met and that he wanted to tell us of hi 3 experiences in German concentra- 
tion camps. He informed us tliat he was a close personal friend of Monseigneur ? 
Nicmceller, and that working as a secret agent for him he had obtained a post 
of responsibility in the Nazi party. In this capacity he attended conferences 
at which the fate of the inmates of concentration comps was discussed. When 
asked if he knew of the use of gas ohambors for killing the inmatos, he roplied 
that as he was an engineer he hod often been made to advise in the operation of 
these chambers. Ho stated that the two gases used were hydrocyanic acid and 
exhaust gases. from internal combustion engines. He could not give ary figures 
for the concentrations employed and implied that no particular attention was 
paid to this point. He stated, however, that in case of HCN death was almost 
instantaneous, while a' delay of 15 to 20 minutes occurred when exhaust gases 
were used. 

Dr. Gerstoin only escaped from the Nazis about threo weeks ago; he is 
still visibly affected by his experiences and found difficulty in speaking of 
them. He was. most anxious, however, that the guilty parties should be brought 
to trial for their crimes and stated that ho was fully prepared to act as a 
witness in any* court. He hoped that his information would be passed as soon as 
possible to 'the appropriate authorities in London. He handed over to the 
assessors a note in English, a seven pago typewritten statement in French, and 




some invoices from the firm of DEGESCH for the supply of "ZYKLON B" 
(blausdureprussic acid) to concentration camps. He also produced 
a religious pamphlet which he had written in 1958, as evidence of his past 
activities. 

6. ITEMS GUARDED. None. It is for consideration whether Dr. Gerstein 
should be afforded some protection against local Nazis. 

7. PRIORITY ASSESSMENT. No further action is considered necessary as far 
as Group 3 is concerned, but it is thought that Group 7 will wish to 
interview Dr. Gerstein. 

8. OTHER REMARKS.

Dr. Gerstein gave the follovdng as his permanent address: - 
Gartonstrasse 24, Tubingen. He has permission from the French to travel 
between Tubingen and Rottweil. All the docuraents received from Dr. Gerstein 
are being handed over to Group 7 for necessary action.

I. Tho Roichsftihror SS. has come to an arraiigomcnt with the Reich Minister 
of Justice THEIRACK ( + ) whereby the ^Ministry of_/ Justice dispenses with the 
ordinary criminal procedure against Poles and Eastern nationals. Those persons 
of alien race are in future to be handed over to the police. Jews and gypsies 
are to be treated in the same way. This arrangement has been approved by tho 
Ftlhrer. 

Regulations are now being worked cut for tiie execution of this agreement 
by the R.S.H.A. (Reich Sonority H . , . on the one han}» and tho Reich Minis tery 
of Justice or. the other; those regulations \/ill, if possible, como into force 
by 1. 1. 1943. 


( + ) Otto Georg Thi.raok, brigade Flihrer, S.A.Grup enffthror, born 1889* 
Appointed Minister of Justice 1942. 
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II* The above-mentioned arrangement was based on the following 
considerations: 1 

Pol ©sand Eastern Nationals are alien and racially inferior people, 
living in the German Reich Territory* As a result, considerable risks arise 
of crimes endangering the German civil order, which must necessarily lead to 
nationals of an alien race being subjected to a criminal jurisdiction other 
than that for the Gorman people. 

This need has hitherto not been fujly realised. Only in the case of 
Poles has a special regulation concerning oriminal procedure been made by the 
Order for the Administration of Criminal Jurisdiction against Polos and Jews 
in the incorporated territories of 4. 12. 1941 (R.G.B.I.. - German Official 
Journal, I. p.759)» (++) But this special Regulation does not fundamentally 

settle the problems which arise owing to Germans living in contact with people 
of an alien race. It merely creates more stringent penal regulations and a 
criminal procedure more simplified, in part, for ioles. It does not, however, 
touch the main issue, viz.: that persons of an alien race must, for reasons of 
publio interest, be treated in an entirely different way from German people; as, 
in spite of its greater stringency, it continues, in principle, to apply the 
characteristic features of the administration of German orirninal law to Poles. 

Consequently, in adjudicating on a punishable offence committed by a Pole, 
the same standpoints arc 3till observed, in principle, as in adjudicating upon a 
German, i.o., the judge takes the person of the offender as his starting-point and 
tries by a careful evaluation of the offender's personal motives, to award a 
fitting penalty for the deed, in accordance with a just regard for the interests of 
the racial comuni ty. 

Such considerations, which may bo right for adjudicating upon a punishable 
offence committed by a German, ore out of place when adjudicating upon a punishable 
offence committed by a person of alien race. In the case of punishable offences 

committed by a person of alien race the personal motives actuating the offondor 
must be completely ignored. The only permissible criterion is that German civil 
order has been endangered by his action, and that preventive measures must con- 
sequently be taken to prevent the recurrence of such risks. In ether words, the 
action of a person of alien race is not to he viewed from the angle of judicial 
expiation, but from the angle of police protection against the danger. 

As a result, the administration of criminal law for persons of alien race 
must be transferred from the hands of the administrators of justice into the 
hands of the police. 

III. The above expositions are for personal information. In case of need, 
hov/evor, there is no objection to their being communicated t.o the Gauleiter in 
suitable form.

STATE! ENT OF EYE — V/TTI ESS

inmate of a number of concentration camps specified below. Functioning 
at various periods during that time as a canp clerk and senior of the 
block, hi3 duties were to write and file all reports. He was thus not 

only able to gam a first hand insight into the extermination actions, 
but he also witnessed those mass annihilations with his mm eyes.

On the 29th of April I945 I v/as freed by the American Amy 
at ALLACH, a sub-section of Dachau. Of my already partly izritten 
memoirs I shall relate for example the following facts v/hich I witnessed 
personally; 

BOCHEN V A L D 

In November 1939 * the Central Bureau for Concentration Camps 
in Berlin-Oranienburg, Airit D.II, informed the Camp Commandant, that, 
since a monthly schedule of 20,000 Polish Jews was to be sent to 
Buchen\/alu, care v/as to be taken for their quickest possible liquidation 
(murder). The Camp Coranandnntur put this order into effect by the 
following methods: The new-coming Jews were immediately subjected to 
such sadistic maltreatment that more than half were murdered on the day 
of arrival, while the surviving Jew3 were put into separate cages where 
they wore denied :.ny sort of nourishment or water and were bestially 
mishandled, so that they would die within 14 days. I myself overheard 
the Camp Commandant, SS Obersturmfiihrer SCHOEER giving SS Hauptschar- 
fuhrer HINKEI SANN the order: "I w.nt every day at least 600 Jewish death 
reports in the Camp Office." 

By an order of Camp Commandant SCHOBER issued to the S3 men 
HUIKEi ANN, KUBITZ and ABRAIiAi all University graduates and Rabbis were 
taken to the Camp gate and there these learned men, some of whom enjoyed 
world-\/ido reputation, were buried alive, standing up to their neck, 
dying a dreadful death. 

The Camp Comnandantur handed daily to the SS doctors a nominal 
roll of prisoners -./ho had to die on that same day. They were brought 
to the 3ick bay for a medical inspection, and wore murdered by an 
injection. 
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The Camp Commandant gave an order to the "Capos" to chase the Jews 
through the chain of sentries where they were shot. This was 
registered as "shot whilst trying to '"’scape." 

DACHAU 

The Jews were thrown alive into huge concrete mixers where they 
were milled into pulp. This material served as street plaster: hence, 
those streets were commonly called " Judon-3tras3on" ( Jew-roads;. 

HIMMLER visited the Camp in March 1941* Seeing the accidental 
treatment of a Jew in the sick bay, ho issued the order that all Jows 
reporting siok should be rnurderod. 

GROSS - ROSEN 

— 

Camp Commandant ANTON TO; AM gave the SS men the order to murder 
all inaoming Je\/s on the day of arrival. Ho himself stood at the camp 
gate, and those whose faces displeased him were separated into a special 
group, which was then murdered in various fashions. 

Prom Ootobcr 1941 to August 1942 500 to 600 Russian Prisoners of .far 
wore daily murdered by poison or gas. I nyself was always present, since 
I had to note the appropriate numbers. 

Russian Civilians, allegedly "Kommissars" , wepo daily brought in 
buses to GROSS -ROSEN where they all v/ero shot. All prisoners had to 
leave work , parade on the parade ground and sing loudly whilst the 
executions were going on. 

The sport of Camp Commandant TOMATIN, favoured in winter, was to have 
many Jews daily thrown alive into a pit and to have thorn covered with 
snow until they were suffocate 1. 

The order of Canrp Commandant TOitANN to the "Capos" on December 2nd, 
1941 was; "No Jew i3 to remain alive by Christmas." 

A_u_s C H JI T Z - B I H K E N A 0 

I saw how nowcoming transports of Jews marked for gassing arrived 
at BIRKENAU station. I nysolf heard the Political Officer of AU3CITJITZ 
giving to the mewcoming Jows misleading spoechos and instructing them to 
take a bath whore instead of water - Gas was being inducted. 

I saw how Dr. liENGELE always selected a small number of healthy 
looking Jews , led them to the Camp and ordered them to write letters to 
relatives in which they stated that they arrived at "MONOV/ITZ LABOUR 
CAMP" that they we re very well treated, that life there was pleasant and 

I that work was easy and finally advising their relatives to join the 

transports to the East. These letters were all dictated. Those 
refusing to send such dictated letters were innediatcly shot. 

I saw tho lorries wi*th tho Jews marked for gassing arriving at tho 
Gas chambers and crematoriums. I saw how the Jews were bestially driven 
into the undressing-halls of tho Gas chambers naked. I saw how these 
unfortunate w>-ra handed soap and towel as if they wore going to bath. 

I also saw how, after the Gas chambers tod been stuffed with human beings, 
tho doors were closed, a Gas bomb was taken out of a Red-Cross lorry , 
how the Duty SS Officer handed the bomb to tho SS man; how the latter 
put on his respirator, prepared the bomb and how he threw the lethal Gas 
bomb through a. hole in the roof of the Gas etomber, which looked from a 
distance like a bee-hive, and ho./ he immediately reported to the Officer. 



After the gas3ing had been completed, the so-called S01IDERK0I jl/JDO 
appeared, who extracted the goldon teeth of tho dead Jews and ahf.vod tho 
vroraon's hair for further utilisation. The clothing of the gassed and 
tho burnt had to be washed and sox- ted by a special "Arbeitskoamando" , to 
which also 300 Jewish women belonged, and wa3 than sent in separate 
waggons to Berlin. Thus tho German State literally dor.ivod an enormous 
income from tho murdered Jews. 

Tho gp-ssed Jows we re brought from the Gas chambers into tho 
adjoining Crematoriums which had many hundreds of ovens. In each oven 
a man, a woman and a child wore laid, since exporienoo had taught that 
such an arrangement ensured the best method of burning them. 

Prom tho old Birkonau Camp of blook 27, which was occupied by 
prisoners and was separated from the Gas ohambor only by a wire fence, 
thoso mass murders could be seen accurately. One could even hear tho 
terrible cries for help of tho desperate, and their shrieks of horror. 

I once heard tho Camp Commandant of AUSCHl/TTZ say: "Our system is 
so terrible that no nan in this world \/ill believe it to be possible - 
even should a Jow succeed in escaping from AUSCH./ITZ and telling tho 
world all ho saw. The world will brand him as a fantastic liar and 
nobody will believe him. 

From r.y experience at the Coup Office in the Gipsy Camp (all tho 
Gipsies were likewise gassed), I recollect tho following incident: 

At the end of March, 1943 a Gipsj' was brought into the Camp, who 
according to official documents and photographs had served as a Lieutenant 
of tho German V/ehmacht in this war. He showod all this to tho higher 
SS Officers who promised him to intervene at Higher Authority. Thi3 
Lieutenant learned all about the gassing and burning. After four weeks 
a Colonel of the 'Jehrmacht appeared in the Office in ordor to intervene 
on behalf of this Lieutenant. S3 Rapportfuhrer SCHILLINGER could not 
prevent the Gipsy Lieutenant from informing the Colonel about the 
occurences and tho mass murders of AUSCH./ITZ. This caused the Colonel 
to remark to the higher Officers in the Office in my presence: 

"After all that happened at AUSCH./ITZ it \all3ovolvo upon the SS new 
to win tho war as quickly as possible. For, if Germany voro to loeo the 
war, then let us be assured that after all that happened at AUSCHJITZ - 
certainly no Gorman will be left alive." 

Towards tho end of 1943> when almost all the Jews of Europe (with 
the exception of the Hungarian Jews) had passed through the Ga3 chambers 
and crematoriums, it was tho opinion of the SS Fuhrer3 of ..USCiUITZ that 
the Gas chambers and crematoriums would now be destroyod. But they were 
greatly mistaken. jJLready in September 1943 there arrived an important 
SS Commission with engineers and technicians under tho personal leader- 
ship of HIMhiLER. .1 technical Commission \/a3 set up with the task of 
enlarging the capacity of extermination in the Gas chambers and crematoriums 
from 8,000 to 40,000 per day. The building of these tremendous installa- 
tions was commenced as early as September. These now plans included the 
laying of c. rail*. ray directly to the Gas chambers. Since there were no 
more Jevs loft in Europe, the SS Officers believed that after the 
extermination of the Jewish people it was now tho turn of the Poles and 
Czechs. 

* 

1 myself saw the routine returns which wore rendered daily, fort- 
nightly and monthly to BEALL. , reporting the mas 3 murders. Only that 
instead of the word "Gassed" the covering ‘word "Sonderbchandelt" 

(specially treated) was used. 


i nyself saw hcrw Haupt3charfuhrer AOLL and. five SS men seized 386 
Jewish children under 10 years, after they had. been brought to AUSCHWITZ 
in lorries, by the hair, lifted them up, and shot them. 

I saw how Dr. 1JENG2LE sorted out young Jewish girls and women, had 
them brought to block 10, where Prof. Dr. SCHUiiaCKER used these unfortunates 
for medical experiments like rabbits or guinea pigs. On these girls 
various experiments of a chirurgical nature Were practised, artificial 
insemination, removal of the ovaries, reomval. of the breasts, sterilisation 
by means of electricity and various other experiments. Also young 
Jewish men were experimented upon, then they were brought together with 
young Jewish women and the results observed. On completion of these 
experiments and after the results had been obtained and noted, all these 
men we re invariably gassed. I .nyself ax\r a lorry with A-0 completely 
naked Jewish girls being brought from block 10 to the Gas chamber. I 
also saw how several of those nakod girls jumped off the lorry but were 
immediately shot by the SS escort. 

I saw how Dr. 13NGELE inspected from time to time the Jews in the 
Camp and decided who was to be gassed. 

I saw how the Camp Kommandantur ordered the Capos who wore almost 
invariably Gorman professional criminals , to report to the Office where 
they were told to murder far inorcjovs, otherwise they -would be dismissed. 

In AUSCH.7ITZ-3IRKENAU there -./as a punisliment block to which Jews 
we re arbitrarily brought. The senior of the block and later the Camp 
Senior - FRANZ DANIES - erected a gallows in the yard and invited every 
newcoming Jew to hang himself, otherwise he would die a terrible death. 

Host Jews, indeed almost all of then, complied, because it was well known 
that DANES promptly carried out the threatened tortures. 

I once saw how the Camp senior FRANZ DAIIIES stopped a passing column 
of a hundrod Jews who we ro going to work, drew his notebook from his 
pocket and said: "I, FRANZ DANIES, master of the lifo and death of the 
Jews, shall now inspect you to see who will be gassed to-morrow." He 
marked 68 Jews in his note-book. As the Jews knew that this meant certain 
death by gas, they bogged insistently for their lives. He 3aid; "He of 
the 68 Jews who will bear throe blows on their nook with my cudgel, will 
bo struck out, for he is ablo to live." And really many of tho 
unfortunato Jews bent down to receive the blows on their neck. But most 
of the Jews fell down lifeless under the murderous blcn/s. Thoso 
responsible for the gassing were: 

HESS, AUT.EEIER, SCHWARZ, HOFFLiANN, 3CHV/ARZHUBER, NOLL, TAUBER, PALLISCIi, 
SCHILLINGER.

Though we arrived at Warsaw on 8th October 19A3, 5 months after 

tho burning do-.m of the Ghetto, we still found the dead bodies lying around 
and saw many hundred SS men searching the dead for valuables and removing 
their gold-teeth.. In the bunkers of the houses wo still found Jews 
living. But since, by the clearing action the bunkers were then in 
danger of being covered by the dobris , these Jews emerged from their holes 
and wore shot immediately by the fS. ,,*e succeeded to provide some Jews 
with prisoner-uniforms. They told us that some Jews had food supplies 
in thoir bunkers. others had some brought to tnera at night by Poles, but 
against heavy payment; and -when the Jews had no more money or valuables 
these Polos betrayed then to the S3. 

Tho Commander, Ha upts turmfulirer Herbeth, negotiated with me con- 
ceding that the Jews need not work if they collect for him money. That 
\/as done. The other SS, too, approached mo for the same purpose. 
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In December, 1943 a typhus epidemic broke out in the camp. Berlin 
v/as informed and ordered the liquidation of the camp as soon as the epidemic 
reached a certain percentage. The Camp Commandant Herbeth, his deputy 
Untorsturmfilhrer Hertl and the 3S doctor Dr. Jobst conferred how to arrange 
the murder of the Jews. Hertl declared he had experience in such matters. 

Once he had already shot in a single night 13000 Jews. The Ceri.san ,*ryan 
prisoners wore already removed from the camp to another building, and all 
preparations for the liquidation of the Jews were n full s\/ing. I approached 
the camp -senior falter farsiniak and offered to him and to the Commandant 
money and valuables. Ytorzini&k accepted money for the Commandant and Dr. 

Jobst only but for him I would have to testify , if we survived Hitlor, that 
he saved 2000 Jews. On this basis the deal v/as made. 

Yfaen at the end of 1944 the camp command thought the Bor-revolt would 
break out soon, they feared the Jews could join it, and decided to liquidato 
tho camp. The commandant secured for the murder the active cooperation of 
the German A ryan prisoners as well. Machine guns were fixed around the camp. 

I had to leave the orderly room, though being the chief clerk, but the other 
aryan clerks wore callod to a serious conference. I heard that on monday 
morning all Jews were to be shot. Y/e decided tc defend ourselves and a 
group of 200 Jev/s was formed -who had to storm tho Camp exit. The Camp Command 
suspected our preparations and asked from the Police Commander of Warsaw rein- 
forcements. The Commander of the Police appeared himself in the Camp and 
claimed that a battle in t.he camp, in the heart of Warsaw, could lead to an 
earlier outbreak of the imminent Polish revolt. Ho, therefore, cancelled tho 
machine-gunning but ordered tho transport of all prisoners, by foot, to Dachau. 
The transport started on 28th of July, 1944, 

At that time there were in the sick -quarters 248 Jews. Thoy wo re shot 
by a SS detachment commanded, by SS Oberschnrfuhrer Franz I Helena, I saw him 
throw a gronado into the quarter. 

Tho march from Warsaw to Dachau v/as commanded by Haup tschar f uhr or Krammer 
who let us have neither food nor water. So at Dachau arrived 2000, at lea.st, 
less than started the march. Krammer had the exhausted beings shot.

In November 1937* I No turned from South Africa to Germany in order to 
arrange qy personal affairs before r.y final emigration to the South African 
Union. The final decision regarding ;:y naturalisation ’./as to bo expected 
with certainty. On 16 November 1937, I arrived in Hamburg v/ith the boat 
"IVindhulc" ana on 19 November 1957 I was arrested in Kiel. The arrost was 
carried out by the Gestapo, Kiel, I was not told the reason for r.y arrest, 
but I was given to understand that ;.y imminent emigration and r.y previous 
ar.ti-national socialist activities ..ere the reason. During ny studies at 
the High School of Technology at Dansig, Berlin and at Berlin Univeraity, I 
continuously belonged to illegal students* groups which took aative part in 
the fight against the !iitler system. 

At first I was taken to the Concentration Canp Sach3enhauson(0ranionburg) 
near Berlin, and immediately I v/us taken into Sever® Protective" Custody, i.o. 
attached to a "Punishment Coy." (a coy. whoso members were continuously ill- 
treated). This "Punishment Coy." was 3et up inside a huge camp and had 
approximately 200-250 prisoners whose papers were earmarked specially by tho 
district Gestapo offices and transferred to the Concentration Camp. Tho 
guard of the Camp consisted of members of the SS-Totonkopfvorband "3randonburg‘' 
(3S-Death /lead Regiment). The treatment wa .3 horribly" cruel, because for every 
prisoner who was 3hot, a guard wa3 given 10 days leave and a money reward. 
Little food, tho hardest work for 14--16 hours daily -whilst boing beaten and 
kicked etc, standing for hours during tho carrying out of punishments, during 
tho so called off time, etc. During the hardest \dnter our clothes consisted 
only' of an old shirt, a pair of thin, tom trousers, a tiiin, striped jacket and 
shoos v/ith wooden soles. The cap was soakod in yellow paint, and the hair 
completely shaved. The work consisted of pushing tipping trucks, and driving 
in circles with ./heel barra./s laden with stones, in deep sand or snow. In 
summer with coat, glovos, and e.*r protectors and in -./inter without sufficient 
clothes. Death was cert -in in the "punislrment Coy" for every prisoner unless 
he was lucky enough to rom-.in unnoticed. On the average 5-1 0 prisoners died 
per day in this "punishment Coy" kicked by SS-£lockfulirers , beaten to death or 
shot. iiary prisoners ccmitted suicide in desperation by hanging themselvos 
or running. into electrified ,/ire. .Ymongst others, the follo-./ing nombers 
of the SS are responsible and participated in these actions for this period 
of time;-

V/o had 40-50 deaths per day on the average because of hunger, beatings 
and shootings. There wo re 3000-4000 deaths in the Concentration Camp during 
the months of October, November, December 1939, January and February 1940. 

During the whole time dead people \/cre burned in crematoriums which had been 
put up round tho Concentration Camp. particularly murderous RrboitokorxTandoa 
(working commands) were the Klinker./ork (brick work) of the Concentration Camp 
Sachscnhnusen, the SS-Schiosstand (Rifle Rango of the SS) and the omftll 
♦jrboitskommandos of the "Punishmont Coy". Tho construction of the above- 
quoted buildings cost tho lives of thousands of Jews, political prisoners, and 
prisoners of Different nationalities. (In particular Poles). Tho Jewish 
community of Berlin and of other parts of German was almost exterminated at 
Sachsonhausen and N ouenganno. Intomod Czechoslovakian Students ’wore defonae- 

lessly exposed to famine and extermination in general in tho years of 1939/40. 
Those students we re taken out of tho so called Proteatorato as reprisals, I 
succooded to holp occasionally one or tho other a3 I became an interpreter in 
the Concentration Camp, I know tho names of many prisoners who must still 
bo alive. In tho year 1940 (November) I was transferred to the Vornichtungs- 
lagor (oxter..dnation camp) Hamburg - Neuongamno as a new SS Klinkerwork (SS 
Brick '.7ork) was to be built there. Tho transport consisted of roughly 1500 
prisoners. In tho years 1940/41/42/43 uninterruptedly Polish and Russian 
prisoners as well as political prisoners wore shot, hung, poisoned \/ith gas 
or pushod alive, in threes, into burning oven3. This \/ave of extermination 
cost the lives of thousands of prisoners. In 1942 in one night for instance 
in the coll building of the Concentration Camp Nouongamio, 55 prisoners of 
unknown nationality wore killed through 3hotc in tho neck. Since this period 
practice of shooting in the nock continued incessantly. The bodios were thrown 
nakod on to the road and bumod aften/ards. In tho year 1943 approximately 
500 wounded Russian prisoners wore led to the baths misleadingly. The coll 
building in which they wo re sent './as shut, doors and windows pasted with paper, 
and then after that the whole building poisoned with potassium cyanide gas. 

Tho fa to of evory 5th or 6th. prisoner was to be buried or bumod alivo, to bo 
dra./nod in mud puddles, beaten to death cr hung. Especially barbaric was the 
treatment of the Polish, Ruspian Jewish and political prisoners who had offondod 
against paragraph 1 75 - Suspicion alone could lead to cruel death, 99/ of all 

pri3onors regardless of nationality who had been deposited in the Concentration 
Camp on grounds of paragraph 175 (Homosexuality) , died iri thin an alarmingly short 
time without trial or justice boca iso of tho sadistic and bestial lust of tho 
SS-Gang3tcr3 who indulged in (literally "INTOXIC. TED" ) satisfying their sadistic 
dosire by watching the slow death agonies of their victims. Responsible and 
notorious henchmen in both Concentration Coups -,/erc;-

In the year 1944- , ’on r.y -return to the Concentration Canp Saohsonhauson, I 
not in the "Punishment Coy" about 14- English Prisoners of ’./Or who hr.d boon hold 
there by tho SS a rains', the law of any country. To avoid any difficulties thoy 
vro ro cla.33ifiod as Norwegians a.nd isolated in tho Concentration Camp undor tho 
worst treatr;ont. Pror.i noming till La to at night they had to break in nor/ 
shoos for tho SS Shoo factory of the Carp on a strotch of road of a longth of 
approximately 50 km. Even sonatinas, also v/ith a valiso of a ’./eight of 10-1 5Lg* 
All those British Prisoners of ..’ar come from tho cro w of an E-Boat (or 3 -Boat) 
which landed in Norv/ay, Tho lieutenant vras an Englishman who had lived in tho 
'Argentine . Two of ry English friond3, ANDREYJ VEST, 70, Condon Stroot, 

EDINBURGH, and JACK COX fro;.'. Tales, (I've forgotten tho address) asked no to 
inform the English .vUthoratio3 about their whereabouts if I wore successful 
onough to escape and got to tho British. In tho year 1944-, two of tho pWs 
wore enrriod to Nataroilcr/Slsass a Sondorlager of tho worst possible typo 
where they had to work in a quarry together v/ith Norwegian, Polish, Russian, 
Czechoslovakian and Gorman Political Prisoners. I don't know whoro thoy got 
to after the retreat of tho Goman3 from Franco. Responsible for tho troat- 
mont of tho Englsih Prisoners of V7ar aro:-

Tricing part in the mass i.uxd.r3 -r.d slaughters in tho Concentration Canp 
Neuenga.r.e and in tho many deaths in the so called SS/Baubrigado (construction 
brigade) are almost all r.ie;.ibor3 of the SS-Totonknpfvcrblndo (death hoad 
roginent) ana tho 3.B. (Security corvice). i la i nig' 33 -Cbcrschnrf uhror DORIKG 


of IIouengT.rr.ia, who is tho specialist for shots in the nock and SS-Obarsturr.i- 
fuhrer LUTKHIEYSR, tho officer responsible) for tho innumerable victims of tho 
petrol injections, that is to say, tho uoak and sick prisonars wore killed by 
injecting petrol into their heart and burned. Sometimes, tho numb or of 
victims ;/as more than 400 prisoners per day. Disliked elements from the 
Concentration Camp were disposod of in tho same v/ay by Honchnon cariying favour 
and S.K. "Punishment Coy". Since- also typical habitual criminals were thrown 
together with Political Prisoners , tho SS had tho assurance that even if any 
•actions had boon plannod against thorn, it would have boon betrayed anyway. 
SS-Obersturrifuhrer doctor ^RTHulSt, doctor i\ T 0i52I!SEH are responsible for this 
as w**ll. SS-Oborgrupponfuhrer POiiL and SS-Gruppenl'unror Dr. Ing. KAiBiLER 
■wore tho inspectors of construction brigades in tho Concentration Camp. 

(Dr. Ing.sDr. of Engineering) 

Punishments for smaller so called ' Trespassings of Discipline' (smoking 
etc.) 'were boatings with a 3tick and whips on the behind, with hands hand- 
auffod behind the back, hung from a post up to 6 hours just above tho ground, 
hung up from the window cross piece for 5 or 6 day3. Bound together, that is, 
feet and hands tied together behind the bad:, and the prisoner had to lie face 
downwards on the floor of his coll for days and nights. Sometimes they were 
locked up in a dark room for 52 days , given only water and bread, and in most 
ca3Q3 they cane out physically and mentally broken or dead. In Ootobor 1.944 
a Gorman and a polish prisoner woro sentenced to 50 beatings with clubs and 
later on to death by hanging because of a leather sole. In front of 
approximately 30,000 prisoners called on parade, those prisoners got at first 
50 beatings with an Ochsonzienor (special 3ort of whip, very elastic but hard) 
and then hung in public. SS-Stan&artenfuhror KAINDL and SS-Untersturnfuhrer 
HOHNE wore the judges. The prisoners of the Concentration Camp were forced 
to execute the sentence under throat of death. Even the 50 boatings with 
clubs were carried out by forced prisoners and hired henchmen. Up to the 
yoar 1943, all sentences were passed by SS-ilonbers themselves. Scenes such 
a.3 the alleged "Katyn" (expression unknown to me) were chicken feed in com- 
parison to our experience during tho 7 years in the Concentration Camp in 
Germany. After gassing of Russians in Nouenganne , tho prisoners had to load 
tho corpses on carts while remaining prisoners had to parade on the square for 
singing. At the same time, approximately 15 prisoners wore given beatings 
with clubs in front cf tho singing crowd of prisoners. It was a sight of 
utter horror and nary prisoners with less strong nerves went mad. These 
insane wore not sent to .an asylum but they had to run about until their final 
extermination for amusement to tho SS-nen and as b'orden to tho ca,~rp prisoners. 

A working 3qund from 'Jewel 30 urg where tho Reichsfuhrer-SS had one of his villas , 
was returned to Concentration Car.ip Sachs enhausen and put into barrack room lTo.11 
because of alleged mutiny as one prisoner remarked about tno food being 
insufficient. Windows and dcors were nailed down and not opened again until 
all but 15 prisoners had died. I could continue without stopping to report 
about similar if not even 'worse cruelties of the bestial SS-Guards Torturo Colls 
locking up of 15-20 prisoners in a small barrack room till they suffocated, 
ice cold 3hawors from a fire ho3c on to tho heart and bending of tho knees 
until growing stiff at -20 to 25° Clesius belonged to the things which every 
prisoner has 3oon and lived tlirough thousands of times. In the German- 
National Socialist papers, exactly the very same happenings 'were hela as crimes 
against the G.P.U. (O.G.P.U. ) or N.K.7/.D. in Russia, and the English in India. 
Thoso prisoners recap tur ed after trying to us cape 'were :>archod past tho other 
parading prisoners across tho square with drum and posters, where they were 
finally given 50 blo'./s with the "Ochsenziomer". Af ton Ards ho was transferred 

to the "Punishment Coy" to certain death. Owing to escapes , the other 
prisoners frequently ivad to 3tand on tho barrack square for days and nights 
often until the prisoners v/ere recaptured. The friends of the fugitives woro 
seized and died in tho "Punishment Coy". 
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The number of murders commit t-d by tho SS-Blockfuhrors and their honchr.:en is 
no longer comprehensible to no; but Bugdallo, Fickort, Plauol, Palit3ch , 

Cai.ipe, Schubert, Hoff: -Anil, Sch\/urzhuber etc are responsible for thousands of 
deliberately murdered prisoners who v/ould not have been condemned to death in 
any ether country in the world or even been put to jail. 

Tho mass shootings and hangings of tho Russians in Concentration Camp 
Sachsonhausen wore carried out on so called Industriehof in special barradca 
and exceed considerable/ the number of 10,000. All corpses wore burned in 
tho crematorium.

In 194-2 in tho Concentration Camp ITeuengamme all Jews were put into a 
transport together with Jews from other Concentration Camp3 and taken to 
Bernburg on the Saale in railway trucks. Tho trucks were shunted on a temporary 
aiding where the people were gassed. The corpses were burned. Amongst the 
Jewish prisoners we re many political prisoners who had drawn the attention of 
the SS -'..'ember 3 by 3ome unfortunate means. 

Girls and women from './omen Concentration Camps were made to be prostitutes 
by SS-' [embers. They wore guarded by beastly .omen Nani Guards in SS -uni form. 

All prisoners \re re treated with the same beastly cruelty regardless whether 
they were Russians, Germans, Norwegians, Poles or Greeks. Those who have ]< 

been in the Concentration Camp for a longer period, i.e., during the years 
1936 - 1949 or were in the Concentration Camp already for the second time, 
had to ondure the utmost mental and physical sufferings. 

In February I was sent to the front line with several Political Prisoners 
(transferred to tho "Himraolsfahrtskoirinv'.ndo" = Go to Heaven Commando) where I 
was fortunate enough to cross the lines into British Captivily. My escape was 
necessary because I had no hopes of getting away alive as I always had to be 
afraid that I v/ould bo found out as having been the editor of Anti -Nazi leaflets 
in the Concentration Camp Hamburg together with the still imprisoned 'Jeber, 

Gross, Arnold, Gillen and Scepunski. 

Life meant nothing to me but misery and struggle for bare oxistence 
because tho Nazis have taken everything from me oven health; but my dearest 
v/ish is to participate as 3oon as possible and to be employed in the active 
struggle against Nazi 31.1 and Fascism no mattor in what form either of them are 
found* I hope to be able to continue ny life after the roturn of peace to 
the world, where I had to interupt it in 1937 forced by the arbitrariness of 
the Gestapo and SB. I am eager to 3«e ny comrades still in tho SS Camps 
liberated as far as they are still alive and that tho guilty SS and Gestapo 
men are delivered to their just punistiment for their indescribable cruelties. 

I have never boon a Hitler Soldier and Nasi, and I bog not to be treated as 
such but have ny report checked and -to be employed in this fight in the near 
future .

I beg to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 26th of 
August 1945* For your information concerning Professor Rhdin and hi3 oo-7Jorker3, 
I enclose herewith a copy of my letter in ’/hich I stated detailed facts about 
the activity of Professor Rhdin during the period of the National-Social! m. 

As you will see. Professor Rhdin, who possessed apart fron the German, also the 
Swiss citizenship, was disavowed such Swiss citizenship from the Swiss Federal 
Council, against which decision he has made opposition. The judicial section 
of the Siviss Post and Railroad Department has been instructed by the Svd.38 
Federal Council to prepare the answer to this opposition. This Section has 
asked roe in consequence to furnish exact details concerning the activity of 
Professor Rhdin and you can see that I have furnished such information. 


In view of the coming proceedings against Kr upp von Bohlen und 
Halbach , I would like to state furthermore the following. The disastrous 
influence of the named party has also had its effects in the doraaine of the 
german race -hygiene and psychiatry, in the name of which the mass-executions 
have been carried out. Krupp von Bohlon und Halbach was, like Professor Burnkc , 
the Ordinarius for psychiatry at the university of Munich, an influential 
member of the council of creation of the german research institution for 
psychiatry at Munich, in which Professor Rhdin has been active. Krupp von 
Bohlen und Halbach and Professor 3umke had it absolutely in their power to 
restrain the activity of Professor Rhdin or to forbid suoh entirely, avoiding 
thereby, that Rhdin could have occupied all main positions for the treatment of 
race-hygienic and psychiatrical questions, with especially fanatical national 
socialists and members of the S3. Instead of making opposition once only 
against Rtidin, Krupp von Bohlon und Halbach and Professor Bumke have covered the 
politic of Rtldin, not only at the institution for researches, but also outsiue 
its field of action. 


Finally I would like to remark the following. iVhen I made rny 
first statements in the year 1941 concerning the already carried out and still 
planned mass -executions out of race-hygienic reasons, I naturally mentioned 
several friends and colleagues in the line ox’ references, who know me and my 
works and who could therefore act s a certain guarantee concerning the 


seriousness of :.y statements. 

I mentioned at that time:

1 v/as however grieved, to learn from the letters which I 
had received in the meantime from some of the above named parties, that 
they were asked no questions at the tine concerning my own person and this 
night be the reason that at that time no greater importance and weight was 
attached to my statements, although I had vouched ray explanations with 
details, which could only be known to a x arty with an exact insight in the 
german eugenic, race-hygiene and psychiatry# As an affirmation of my 
political standing I had drawn the attention to the fact, that I had been 
one of the few german medical men ( in all they were only 6) who dared in the 
year 1935 to sign the international appeal for peace of the psychiatrical men 
to the men of State, an appeal organized by the"Nederlandsche llaatschappiy 
tot bevorering dor Geneeskunst" (Netherlands Medical Association). 

I am naturally at all tines at your entire disposal for 
further information regarding the development and the conditions in the 
german race-hygiene and psychiatry and concerning its leading personalities, 
who directly or indirectly are guilty in the crimes concluded.

I herewith take the liberty to address myself to you and would feel 
greatly obliged, if you would kindly give me your answer to the following 
inquiries. 

After having drawn the attention, a3 early as 1941, to the mass- 
executions, which then had already been carried out or were still planned, 

I quite naturally pursue now all reports relating to the mass-murders and 
gasification establishments, which are now being discovered, I have been 
astonished by the fact, that up to now nothing was ever mentioned about the 
establishment at MUns ingen , to \/hich I drew the attention at the time. Could 
you inform me wnat has happened to this establishment, whether it was dissolved, 
or whether it remained still in working- order. Considering the rational method 

cf work of the National-Socialists, I would be surprised, if the establishment 
at Mhnsingen, which was in good working shape, should be dissolved and should not 
have been kept in activity — even later — not only for the gasification of the 
insane, but also for such action against Polish people and Jews. 

I remit you enclosed/ ^ for your information about the activity of the 
establishment at Mhnsingen, during the year 1940, a letter of that institution. 

In this letter, the death cf an insane, murdered in this establishment, is 
communicated to the relatives in the usual schemed form. (According to the 
indications, whioh were made to me by the relatives, it v/as the case of a woman, 
which became ill m depression in her climaterical year). It can be seen 
with what carelessness this letter ms written, by the faot, that in its 
second paragraph there is once the question of a woman and then that of a man. 

Both figures in the upper left corner and the dark diagnonal line in the 
middle, are the signs of the censorship. (it is here the question of a true 
photo-copy of an original). 

There appear now, in the Press, several articles, which apparently 
are based on official descriptions of allied service-sections. In these 
articles it is reported, that the gasifications began only in 1943* It is 
however, riot merely known to me, but also to mary others, that the gasifications 
began already in 1940, the mass-executions in Poland already in the year ^939* On ac- 
count of th»e contr -iliotojy indications there is created a certain uncertainty 
and it happens, that there are already again people who say, that all news 
about mass-gasifications and executions are untrue or enormously exaggerated. 

Would it not be possible for you to officially point to the mass-executions in 
Poland and to the gasification of sick persons in the years 1939-40, before the 
carrying Uirough of the proceedings against war criminals? 
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I have already, in 1941* drawn the attention to tho criminal activity 
of the Chief of race— service of the SS., the SS. Stondartcnftthrer Professor 
Dr. Bruno Kurt Schultz 'uid the SS* Stunnbannftlhror and lecturer Dr. Lothar 
Stengel von Rutowski ( a b also about others). I have so for heard nothing 
about their being taken into custody or thoir naming for the proceedings of war 
criminals, although both of them had proposed and carried out mass-executions as 
early as 1939-40. Oould you let me know, if both have been apprehended and 
when the proceedings against them will take place? Could you make it possible 
for me, that I might assist to the proceedings again? c those two? 

I would also wish to be admitted to the proceedings, which take place 
against those, whr vrorked out the laws for the gasification of the insane and 
neurotics, also against Professor Dr. Y.'erner Hoyde , Chief medical counsellor 
Dr. Hermann Pfannmtlller , Ministerial-Director of the Ministry of the Interior of 
Germany Dr. Herbert Linden , I i in isteria 1-Diroctor SS. Brigade ftlhror (Oborftthrer) 

Dr. Carl Heinz Rodenberg (the former assistant of Professor Rttdin and his man of 
confidence in the German Ministry of the Interior), all of whom I have already 
mentioned in the year 1941 • 

It was further with great astonishment that my friends and I learned of 
the radio-news, that it was already given again to Professor Ernst Kretschmer to 
hold a conference at Marburg . Professor Ernst Kretschmer was a very reliable 

member of tlx; NSDAP in the years 1934-44, ga.vo his exclusive vote for Rjxiin in 
various demonstrations of confidence of the German alienists, being well aware of 
the aim of Rttdin to conduct the German psychiatry in conformity with the 
principles of the SS. Kretschmer edited later on a report in favour of Professor 
Leopold Kblbl . President of the German Academy (the friend of Rudolf Hess) who had 
been arrested for offenoes of a homosexual nature, solely with the purpose of 
avoiding his being sentenced. This report is in absolute contradiction to the 
most elementary laws of common sense, as also to those of psychiatry and the 
medicine in general. (The arrest of K**lbl ’/ns due to the fact, that he was 
improvident enough to seduce members of the SS,as also soldiers of the arr»y. 

For that reason the leaders of the SS and the command of the amy we re exceptionally 
of the same opinion, as they desired to seize the occasion, in order to proceed 
against tho Staff of Hess, with which Kblbl co-operated'. ) Perhaps it may be 
possible for you to interrogate Rudolf Hess also about the case of Kblbl and the 
report about this latter which was given out by Kretschmer. 

I have merely made the above statements, in order to show you, that I am 
well informed about tho activity and the opinion of Kretschmer. At all events, 
Kretschmer carries the full co-responsibility for the development cf the German 
psychiatry into the pure barbarian methods. Perhaps it may be possible to your 
authority to induce tho incumbent services, that no more chances of activity of 
whatever nature are given in future to Kretschmer, as physician or alienist. 

You would most decidedly rendc-r by such steps a further great and meritorious 
action. 


I would feel greatly obliged if you would consent to answer my various 
questions and in this hope,

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JAPANESE ATROCITIES IN iiALAYA. 


The following letter, v.Titten in September 1944, 
by a high-ranking British officer at Singapore, has 
been transmitted to the Commission by iir . Kent (Treasury 
Solicitor's Office), who observes that: 

"Members of the Commission will be interested 
in seeing this extract since it shews that no 
time is being lo3t in collecting evidence and 
apprehending the criminals." 


"I am appalled at the ghastly and barbaric atrocities conriitted 
by the Japanese; I have 3eon and spoken to men and women who have been 

torturod and I have 3een the conditions under which they have existed for 

the last three and a half years. I want you to get your H.P. to insist 
upon the trial of all jap war criminals. As a race they are sub-human. 

I will give you a few exa;.iples of what I know to be true." 

(a) The Bishop of Singapore ./as oonfined with seventeen other 

Bi'itish in a cell 8ft. by 8ft. for eight months. They had 
one bucket as a latrine to wash in, and wr.3h their dishes and 
this was removed by one of the prisoners A/ho cleaned it every 
twenty-four hours. There \/as no space for these wretched 

people to lie down to sleep. They had to sit in a huddled 

position on a concrete floor without blankets or rjxttresses. 
The Bishop, who incidentally is a fine man, was tied to a 
table and given 200 lashes before he became unconscious. 

(b) Our troop3 found a woman , she was dead, thank God, with her 
breasts out off, and lighted ci, garottes up her nostrils .... 
/"Other revolting details are added. (£L0. )J 

(o) It ./as a cor, non occurrence for British women to be stripped 
naked and put in a shop window for all to see and kept there 
for a week. 

(d) Nineteen nurses -who rofused to sub, lit to these sex maniacs 
wore taken out and bayonet tod to death in front of the other 
female internees who had to bury them. The './omen ’were so 
weak that they could only dig ckr.m for two feot. Presumably 
the women who lived submitted. 

(e) One sergoant I found with a broken thigh bone and crushed leg 
was made to lie down while the Jap3 drove a lorry over him as 
a form of sport. 

I could ., 
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M I could go on and quote you a hundred other horrible cases, but 
I will only toll you t,.*o noro. 

A civilian husband, in the sane oai.qj as his wife , -,/r.s not 
allowed to speak to her or soo her for threo and a half years. 

Then they wore frood thG husband went to look for his \/ife , but 
3he had died. 

'.'Then wo arrived in one of tho camps wo found 25,000 letters 
fror.i Britain to the prisoners but none of these had been given 
to then, although the Japs told the prisoners the letters were 
thoro. 

"Tho Chinese have suffered horribly free i these yellow devils. Jo 
got a wonderful reception fron the Chinese, the ;.ia jority of whom aro 
intensely loyal. 

"Please shew this part of .y letter to anyone who is interested, or 
sorry for the japs. I can assure you that all I have told you is the truth. 
Luckily wo have witnesses and we have a list of names and already have 
arrested many of the ringleaders. They ./ill , I hope, be hangod; shooting 
is too good for then. '.7c* have given out strict orders to discipline the 
Japs, but any British or Indian soldier found ill-treating them will be dealt 
with by us. .la do not intend to descend to the level of tho Japs but we do 
intend to bring all war criminals to trial. I foal that unless we aro care- 
ful the British public -.nil become apathetic. Once again I do beg of you to 
glvo this part of y letter the widest circulation."

In addition to the news about the discussion between the Reichsmarschall 
and Petain, I learn from a very well informed source that it was a complete 
failure. Petain is said to have entirely monopolised the conversation and to 
have put forward a great deal of 'Gravamina', ohiofly concerning the military 
question. In consequence, the discussion lost its purely emotional basis, from 
the very outset, so that ho closer understanding, but rather an estrangement, 
resulted, on political matters. 

I have been informed in this connection that Ambassador ABETZ was not 
called upon to take part in the preliminaries ncr was he present at the dis- 
cussion. He was not even informed of the result. His position is said to 
have deteriorated greatly during the last month. It is of interest that 
Ambassador. Abetz seriously put forward the following suggestion to the Foreign 
Office; No French hostages should in futiure be shot in case of further 
assassinations of German soldiers in France. His idea was rather to establish 
a kind of "Femogericht" in France which would murder 90 to 100 Gaullists in 
revenge for every German who was killed.

The Reichsmarsohall is looking for desperate men, who will be used on 
the Eastern front in special commandos to carry out sabotage behind the lines. 
They will be organised in bands, acting under orders and having interpreters 
attached to them. The RM has in mind convicts serving their first sentence 
for offences of not too serious a character, and not undeserving of some 
indulgence . 

The RM had primarily in view men sentenced for poaching. He was aware 
that the RFSS.(+) had already demanded and obtained the servioes of poachers, 
but he thinks that further investigation could be made. Only men who killed 
game out of zeal for hunting would be selected; on no account would trappers, 
etc., be considered. Secondly, the FM thought of employing members of 
smuggling bands who had been engaged in shooting-affrays at the frontier, and 
who willingly risked their lives in outwitting customs officials. Men who 
smuggled goods in trains would not be considered. 

The R/i suggests for consideration that other olasses of prisoners might 
also be detailed for service with the proposed bands.

I state only facts 
witnessed by myself. 

Erika BAE DECKER (F.K.L., RAVENSBkOck) . 

/~P.K.L. = Concentration Camp for Y/omen._^ 

This woman first supervised, for approximately half a year, a 
working party in a drawing-pin factory, and subsequently a bunker-building 
party. In both places she always secretly helped the prisoners. She 
deliberately overlooked everything which was forbidden ( the taking of food 
from the working-site to the huts, the secret posting of letters, etc.). 

In addition, she herself rendered assistance in various ways to prisoners 
by sharing her food ration with them, by forwarding illegal, mail, where 
possible, to their families, by 'forgetting' to lock up the cells and to 
switch off tho lights, and by making false entries in the Bunker Report 
Book, which woro ‘ aimed at easing the prisoners' lot. She always 
endeavoured to come into close contact with the prisoners, especially the 
Polish women, and used to sit, secretly, with the prisoners in their 
ban ac lea, just like one of them. She deliberately and constantly went out 
of her v/ ay to help. I never saw or heard that she had struok anybody. 

Any prisoner who knew her by name will certainly confirm this statement. 
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M$VES ( Christian name unknown); .F.K.L. RAVENSBRUCK. 

She was in charge cf the "bunker-building party in 1944* immediately 
prior to the supervisor BAEDECKER. She, likewise, often helped prisoners 
in the bunker, and behaved very dooently even towards Ukrainians who were 
knov/n to the ramp Administration to be verminous and thieving. 


SS. -Nurse LISA (surname unknown): '.Yard II for infectious diseases in 

F.K.L. RAVENSBRUCK . 

She appreciated the work of the prisoner-nurses and tacitly approved 
of our special endeavours for those prisoners who were seriously ill, regardless 
of their nationality. She herself prepared tasty meals for the ver y Wftftk •.$*>& 
inmates. V. lie never possible, she condoned the illegal removal by prisoner- 

nurses of medicines and bandages from the infirmary stores, for the use of the 
sick prisoners in the infirmary and in the camp. She admitted relatives and 
friends of dying inmates, though this was strictly forbidden, and permitted 
prisoner-nurses to attend to the dying in a hunano and thorough manner, although 
this was contrary to comp regulations. 
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Ella ETTLER: F.K.L. 7/ATTENSTEDT, near DRUTTE - BRUNSWICK District, 1944-1945. 

She was particularly sympathetic and hunan in dealing with prisoners. 

She never pushed, struck or punished anyone. She was patient and 'full of 
understanding, even towards the most stupid, dirty and indolent girl-prisoners. 
She showed herself particularly decent towards the sick prisoners whom she t&ok 
into the larger men's infirmary to have their wounds dressed. 

Hildegard WRUBLIK (or WROBLIK): F.K.L. WATTENSTED, 1944-1945. 

She was in charge of outside detachments from November 1944 to April 
1945* She was particularly sympathetic and fair to the weaker prisoners. 

During air raids, she helped all prisoners to take cover. When marching or 
at the double, she always saw to it that the weakest could keep step. From 
personal talks, I know her to be broad-minded and unprejudiced. 

SS.-Qberscharfbhrer EMAN (or EHMAN); until 1943 in STUTTHOF Concentration Cam p 

(near DANZIG} > 1943 in F.K.L. RAVENSBRUCK.. 

At Stutthof he was a corporal in the infirmary . He was knov/n to be 

fair, lenient, decent and friendly. The same applies to the warders under his 
command who supervised the female personnel working in the laundry.

Re: Minis terialdirektor Xavor DORSCH 

Head of tho Organisation Todt, Section Construction and Building. 

In perception of the fast that tho fight against brutality and inhuman actions 
has to be carried out recklessly to tho vory end for tho sako of oulturo and to 
which the bettor part of tho people should contribute by all moans, I venture to 
submit you the following report with the request to pass it on to tho30 quarters 
in charge of tho search for war criminals. 

In the middle of January of this year I partook as the ovner of my firm: 
Nordboohmische 'iTassorbaugollschaf t Uinnar & Co Aussig Czechoslovakia on a moating 
of 'Betriebsfuehror' (managing director) of tho building industry corporation at 
PLASENBURG, near KULMBACH, BAVARIA. 

There was also present Mi ni s t er ia ldir ektor Xavor DORSCH tho head of the 
building and construction department of the organisation Todt. The aim of the 
i.-»oeting was to picture in a mutual discussion the existing difficulty in the 
building trade at the time being and to find the ways and means for a possible 
rolief. During one of the aonferenoo3 the representatives cf the enterprises 
of construction pointed out that the enormous loss in tho effioioncy of the 
workers in tho building trade especially of those people from prisons and con- 
centration camps and mado tho suggestion to give thorn more substantial food in 
order to increase their working effioioncy. This proposal could not be taken 
into consideration on aooount of tho food situation in Germany. 

Minis torialdirektor Xav»r DORSCH partook in that dismission during which he 
3aid the following (I remember quite well his words): 

'I cannot understand these hesitations, if it would be for me to 
dooido I would 3end all those prisoners v/ho are out of working 
effiaienoy to tho gas ohambors. ' 

I do not know whether rlinisteri aldiroktor DORSCH is guilty of any i/ar 
orime and is accused for it, but the brutal spirit of national social! nm was 
shown by those words and this spirit should bo annihilated. One nodd not 
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wonder that in the scum of the German people there were atrocious men ready to 
execute the orders of oxtinotion given and approved by thoir leaders. To my 
opinion leaders of national socialism who had suah attitudes or were in accord- 
ance with these principles have no right to livo as free aitiaens any more. 

From 12*. DORSCII's words thero could be drawn the conclusion that Hr. D. 
would not have hesitated to kill the half -starved prisoners whose further exist- 
ence was of no interest for the national socialistic leaders provided it would 
have boon in his power. Ho would have been quite able to do such a crime and 
the question remains whether he had once an opportunity to realize his intentions. 

I am ready to stand for the correctness of my statement.

EXPE RIi JTiTAL STATIONS Ilf Tiffi HOSPITAL . 

I. l&laria. 


Tho healthiest people wore selected and stripped naked. In special 
padded rooms they wore exposed for t./ jnty-four hours to tho stings of malaria, 
anopheles mosquitoes. After a few weeks under observation they were treated 
v/ith mineralwater ( ;:ic) . The administering of quinine was severely punished; 
in some cases even the death penalty was privately inflicted by Professor 
Schilling ( in venal injection of petrol). 

II. Phlegmone (Dr. Schuts) . 

The healthy strong people './■ere injected subcutaneously v/ith mattor from 
the wounds of tho sick. The resulting wounds we re not alio - . Aid to be treated. 
The antidote ~nd sole medicino administered to his pationts by Dr. Sohutz was 
tablets of his c\/r manufacture. 93$ mortality from common bloodpoisoning. 

III. SS Secret Experimental Station "Ahnonerbe" (Code n-ame) . 

I 

(a) Naval and Airforce Station 

Ground: Tho airman or seaman is shot down by enony action over the North Sea 
or his ship is sunk, Tho crews v/ith lifebelts sv/irn about in the v/ator wait- 
ing to be rescued. It is stipulated that all this shall take place in win tor. 

Tusk: To ascertain what physical conditions must bo produced to enable men 

adrift at sea to hold rut as long as possible and, in genoral, to enable men 
to hold out as long r s possible ir, ice cold '.a. ter. To this purpose the men 
vere kept in tanks with ice and -water until they died. A note \/as made of 
the longest time that the various typos of men could hold out. The others 
'./ere givor. different kinds of food in the / ter and were able to hold out 
longer; others yot ./ere given injections into their blood, the details of 
v/hich are net known . The majority died while still in the water, others a 

few hours after being taken out. Tho few individual cases which held out 
tlirough everything v >ro w rmed for some hours /ith quart* lamps so that on 
tho places where Lh. rays foil bums -./ero brought out v/hich refused to heal. 
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The patient died from damage to the colls of the 3kin. To avoid these rounds 
by bodily \/arming another nethed was employed. Tho youngest and prettiest 
women from tho concentration comps for politically unreliable women were brought 
to Dachau and handed ovor to tho experimental station. When the criminal was 
hauled cut of the \/ator half doad ha was l'-jd bet. /a on two of those women nakod 
in one bed sc. that they could warm him \/ith their natural bodily warmth. 

When tho patient recovered consciousness after a ferw hours the "SS - Professors" 
would say- "Now you can satisfy your sexual needs". 

(b) Gas Experimental Station 

Various iypes of gas ’were tried cut there. The lethal strength of these 
gases \/a s triod out on the prisoners near Linz, Austria. 

(o) Penicillin Experimental Station . 

When penicillin "./ns used in England - nd America by the Trcops, th9 Germans 
discovered that it was a wonderful remedy-, far bettor than Prontosil or other 
German sulphonamides , bettor than all the German I.G. parbeninGustrie products. 
Tho Gormans were so keen to discover the 3ecrats of this remedy that to achieve 
this aim Gorman spies of a Special squad set up Laboratories or Experimental 
Stations in various places in Germany, amongst these was the one at Dachau. 

That these laboratories were used as means cf purge, extermination, was told 
me by a friend who w-s told of this affair by a drunken S.S. Doctor. 

This is part of ry observations and experiences in the Concentration Comp 
at Dachau near Munich.

Dying confession made by Standartenftthrer Ziereis, Commandant of Maut- 
hausen Concentration Camp (taken down on 24 th May, I 945 by a Polish dootor of 
medicine in an American hospital, Gusen, during the interrogation of Ziereis 
by two intelligence officers, and certified correot by the doctor, - signature 
illegible - of D.P. Iazarett, 397 ftir Ausldnder Linz-Niederhard, under date 
26th September,, 1945; translated by a school teacher). 

Document supplied by Dr. Toni of the Polish D.P. Camp Cologne, Hulhoiu 
to ADJAG, 1st Corps; and original passed by JAG >7CS to B’./CE Nuremberg, 19.11.45. 


On 23rd of May, 1945» about 18 o' dock I was wounded near the cottage 
of Prin, near Spital, by American soldiers while trying to esoape them. My 
name is Franz Ziereis, bom 13th August 1 905. I v/as commander-in-chief of 

lager Mauthausen and the other camps depending on ‘that camp. I got shot through 
the left upper arm and also in the baok. The bullet went through n\y body and 
oame out the other side. I -.as brought to the 131st (US) Evac Hospital at 
Gusen, and I wish to declare as follows; 

In pursuance of an order issued by Reichministor Hirnnler, I was required 
to kill all the prisoners in accordance vith instructions drawn up by Obor- 
gruppenftlhrer Dr. Kaltenbrunner. The prisoners were to be put in a tunnel, 
the doors of which were to be closed with stones and oement, and the whole was 
to bo blown up with dynamite. I refused to obey this order. I understand 
that the prisoners at Lager Gusen I and II \/ero to be liquidated by this process. 
All additional details are known to hir. ’.Yolfram and Oborsturmftthror Eckernann. 

The latter wa3 working in Bergeristall. 

In Mauthausen oamp a gas-ohambor ’./as built in pursuance of an order issued 
by SS-HauptsturmfUhrer Dr. Krebsbach. This chambor had been built so a3 to 
resemble the bath house in this camp, and prisoners were gassed in it. In 
addition a speoial motor-vehicle, in which prisoners were also gassed, used to 
run between Mauthausen and Gusen. SS-Untersturmftlhrer Jbsicki, the ohernist, 
supplied the vehicle for this purposo. I \/as well a\/aro that prisoners had 
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been gassed during the trips of the car. The gassing wa s carried out at tho 
instance of the doctor, SS-Hauptsturmftlhrer Dr. B. Rrobsbach, who must now be 
at Kassel. Ha has bean eliminated from the SS, because he had been a Froo- 
raason and had played false. Jhenever prisoners had to be liquidated the orders 
came from the Reioh-Sicherhoitshauptamt ("RSHA"), or from Himmler, Heydrich or 
Gruppenftlhror Huller (+) or in oome cases from Dr. Kalten-Rechner (?Kaltenbrunncr) 
ohief of the Sicherheitspolizei , (Security Police). 

I know nothing at all about the last 800 prisoners having been killed at 
Gusen II with sticks or 3tones, or by drowning. I did not give orders for them 
to be killed. Furthermore, I laiow nothing about 6ifO prisoners in \7ard No. 51 
having been gissed at Gusen I by the German prisoners Fiegel, Amegong (since 
deceased) and Liesborg, the blookroaster from 7ard 15, in pursuance of orders 
by tho commandant of the camp (Seidler) and Rapportftthrer Gillemann, who had 
threatened the Gorman prisoners that if they failed to exocute that order they 
would never emerge alive, 

I do not know the -whereabouts of Oborscharftihrer Jentson, who killed 
about 700 prisoners in camp Guson I by making them stand naked while they wore 
sprayed with ice-cold water, at 12° frost, out of doors. Neither do I know 
the hiding place of SS-UntersturmfUhrer Dr. iTidese»/etter who murdered several 
hundred prisoners by intravonous injections with gasoline, hydrogen (VOccm), 
Caloiumsulphurioum 255-3, Eunarcon and Evipan. 

Dr. Richter, who murdered several hundred prisoners by operating on them 
-without any reasbn, and cut away portions of the brain, stomach, spleen or 
intestines, wad dent by me to oarip Gunzkirchen with orders to assume the 
medical charge 01 the prisoners in that carp. 

I have never heard that UntersturmfUhrer 1'J.erov, who was in Pagau, shot 
15 sick prisoners. 

I am well aware that all beatings of prisoners was forbidden by Berlin; 
nevertheless, I myself have beaten them out of sheer sadism. 

Oborgrupponfilhror Pchl (++) give orders that sick prisoners, who wore 
not entitled to 1 get food in the oamp, should be hunted into the forests where 
they had to support life on fruits, berries, etc. He cut dc./n the daily ration 
of 750 grams to 350 grams per \/eek, and during the last 12 days we had neither 
bread nor meat. . 

Gruppenftlhror Gluecks (+++) gave orders that sick prisoners were to be 
oertifiod as insane and were to be gassed. About ONE MILLION and a HALF wore 
murdered in this way. The gas-chamber is situated at Hartheim near Linz, in 
the direction of Bissau, 10 klmtrs. from Emz. 

In this samp prisoners gassed in the above manner were reported as dying 
from natural oausos. The records of prisoners killed in this way were made 
out while they wore 3till alive or in transit; this was done in the adminis- 
trative section of Gusen camp. 

I would like to be confronted with Himmler and Obergruppenftlhrer Gluak 
(?Gluecks). Pohl and Glueck must be now in tho Crevezen Cottage at Sanct lan- 
breoht (that is about four hours up in the hills). 

The gas-chamber in tho Mauthausen carp i/as built by order of Gruppenftlhror 
Glueck (?Gluecks) as he considered that it -,vas more humane to gas people than 
to kill them by shooting.

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One day on his own intiative, Obergruppenftihrer Pohl sent us a convoy of 
6,000 women and. children who had all bean without food for 1;0 days in transit. 
They had beon travelling by rail in open cattle-trucks, without blankets., in 
iqy weather in December, 1943* By an order received from Berlin, I w&3 required 
to send the children, immediately, to Bergen Belsen camp, and I suppose they 
all died a dreadful death. I had a nervous break-down in consequence. 

Another convoy of 2,500 prisoners came from Auschwitz aamp to Mauthausen; 
they were ordered to be sprayed with cold v/ater in winter on the parade u round. 

I was told ta Bond these prisoners to Gusen camp, about 4 kms. away; we had 
no clothes for them except underwear. I asked for clothes for them, but was 
told in reply from Berlin that I was to send them naked to Gusen if no clothes 
were available. I sent them along in their underwear. There were several 
similar incidents,

Gauleiter Eigrubber forbade the giving of food to newly arrived or sick 
prisoners; he even gave orders that 5QJ& of the potatoes already in stock for 
the use of the camp were to be handed over to civilians. 

* ’ , • - • 

It was Gruppenftihrer Glueok who gave the order that all staff who had 
worked in the Mauthausen crematorium were to be sent to Gusen oamp, where they 
wore to be shot, simply because some of them had already been working in 
Auschwitz crematorium and would have been able to give information about these 
orematoria, ' . . • ‘ 

There was a secret order that the staff of the crematorium were to be 
liquidated every three weeks. It applied to all prisoners, without any 
exception, who worked in the crematorium. There was also an order to liquidate 
all dootors who had been working in the hospital. I refused to comply with 
this order. This order was issued by SS-StandartenftVhrer Lolling (+) to all SS- 
dcotors, but I forbade its exeoution when it was given out. Furthermore, it 
was ordered that all prisoners at Mauthausen who worked in the hospital were to 
be sent to other oamps to be liquidated; but Dr. '.'Miter, who was onoe ohief 
medical SS officer in Mauthausen refused to obey this order. He must be at 
( ? ), and I was told that he was suffering from a contagious disease.

At the Schlicr oamp all the '.workers (about a thousand) were .Jewish graphic 
or lithographic experts. They \to re employed on printing forged foreign ourrency 
passports, permits, etc. of all countries.

C envoys of Jews ; In the presence of Gauleiter EAyner, Dr. Uessrrliter 
(?Uiberreiter) , Dr. Jury, B-' ldur von Sciiiracn and others I recoivqd tho following 
order from Himmler : "All Jews, from all localities in the south-east, working 
in the so-oalled fortification-commands are to be sent on foot to Mauthausen 
"anp." In consequence of this order, we were expecting to reoeivo 60,000 Jews 
at Mauthausen camp; but in fact only a small fraction of this number arrived. 

I rei.iei.iber that out of one convoy of 4,500 Jews which started from s one where in 
the country, only 180 arrived at Mauthausen- The women and children had boon 
, v/ithout shoes cr dlothes and wero very verminous. 'In that convoy complete 
families had started out together, but an immense number had died on tho 'way 
from exposure, weaknfess 6'tfe. Ziereis asserts that, thanks to hi3 efforts, the 
Jews who v/ere lodged in the so-called ’tent-camp* at Mauthausen lod a decent 
existence and wore \/ell treated and that thore wero vexy few deaths ampng them; 
thoy v/ere given good food and a rest, and only then \/ore they sent on to Gunz- 
kirchon camp. Ziereis mentioned as a witness tho Czechoslovakian prisoner 
Dr. Prof. Prohaska, whom he had frequently consulted as to how tho Jewish 
living conditions night be improved. (Thereupon tho prisoner Dr. Tonia stated 
that, in the tent-camp alone', Jews had died 'on masse', and that Zioroi3's 
claims to hr-ve provided then with humane treatment and good living conditions, 
were nothing but lies and boasting. In one single convoy of 5,000 Jews which 
left Mauthausen for Gunzkirohen, 4 km3. away, 800 bodies of Jews who had boon 
shot v/ere counted between Mauthausen camp and the rail', /ay bridge at Mauthauson. 

Several trucks had to be ordered to remove the bodies.

Ziereis h ad 13,000 RM in ono bank and 6,000 RM in another Mauthausen 
bank. He 3 tat 03 that he never had any gold, jewels , dollars or any other 
money. Any letters he got from Himmler have been burnt , as were any orders 
and photos. 

The paymaster, SS-non Eisonnoffer, 'took all the money ainy -with him.

Messerschmidt factories, according to Zi'-rois's confession, paid a daily 
hire of 8 RM for each prisoner to tno chief administration in Oranienburg (+), 
Berlin, but the prisoner hira3lef got only 50 pjg3. '• day* Ziereis disliked 
this practice and energetically demanded interview \/ith the party loaders.

BROTHEL ; In Mauthausen there wn3 a brothel; every man had to pay ,2 RM, 
the woman got 50 Pfgs, and the HQ of the Concentration Canps in Oranienburg, 
Berlin got 1,50 HM. I believe (Oswald) Pohl got the money.'

The head of the canp administration, Strauss, is vith his family at 
Helfenberg (not far from Froystadt), in a little house belonging to SS-Stum- 
bannftthrer Schulpetzki, The latter, on the night of 13th March 1941, gassed 
ward No.l6, v/hioh contained about I 70 Russian prisoners of war, v/ith Cyolon 
gas, in compliance v/ith an order from SS-Hauptsturmftthrer Chmielewski (+), who 
later received orders to proceed to a camp in Holland, together v/ith Dr. 
Krebsbach, Chniolev/ski who was often quite drunk, used to beat the prisoners 
in his camp in Holland v/ith sticks, and shot them or drovmed them in water 
tanks. He was expelled from the S3 beoause he had appropriated olothes, 
money, gold, jev/els and diamonds stolon from prisoners. He ordered women to 
come to the officers' mess in the camp, beat them and abused them. He 
directed his own "Beer-news", Later on he v/us sentenced to 15 years hard 
labour, but the sentence was not confirmed by the Reiohsftthrer, His suooessor 
in Holland was SS-Sturr.ibannftthrer Gruenewald, who was sentenced to death, but 
was pardoned by the SS-ReichsfUhrer , and later on reinstated as SS-Ftthrer. 

He locked 40 women in an air-tight coll and let them die of suffooation. He 
cannot remember the name of the camp in Holland (it was Hertogenbosch .') (++) 

Obersturmftthrer Alfulisch i3 now a prisoner in Mauthausen; Streitwieser 
is staying in Goisern v/ith Sturmbannftthrer Dr, i7alter Zeohner; v/ith them are 
SS-Stabsftthrer Struller, Scharftthrer Lamia and a woman secretary from Sohlier. 

He does not know where SS-Obor scharftthrer Kluge actually is; tho lattor's 
wife is a niece of Sturmbannftthrer Peterseil, the first Gau-Inspector of 
Oberdonau. The family comes from St. Georgon. Gauleiter Eigruber is 
actually staying with Peterseil; Holzinger and a woman named Kahl (who was a 
secretary) at a plaoe in the ■Yatsaheneok hills, 2,400 mtrs. high, near whero 
Ziereis was arrested. Ziereis' v/ife may be able to divulge the hiding places 
of the other men on the SS-staff , She is living with tho v/ife of SS-Sturm- 
ftthrer Muller in Lunz Cottage on the Pirn. ' 

Ziereis wished to see his ./ife as soon as possible- t nd asked to be 
alla/ed to v/rita the following letter;

I '..•as found (23rd ilay I945) by the Americans while you were out shopping. 

I left my mao hi no -gun behind a tree, about 4 r.itrs. away from the cottage , in 
the direction along the river to Liesen. I aalc you, r.y dear, to cone to 
Gusen with the children and call at Dr. Gosohinsky ' s. You nay be subjected 
to an interview, and I ask you to tell the whole truth, ttat is, coko a full 
statement concerning the conduct of the leaders in Berlin. Furthermore , tell 
these gentlemen of our joint decision to die so as to enable our children to 
lead a bettor life. When I was arrested, I lost :.y head. I laid my machine- 
gun down by the tree instead of using it, as I an known as a cradle shot. The 
Auoricans behaved quite correctly, but tjjiey kept mo covered. I had been shot 
twice and I oould not rioye. I am now in an American hospital in Gusen oanp. 

I have told them everything I know, so far as Tjy "'condition has all awed. I 
have some more details to relate, especially about the treachery of certain 
gentlemen in Berlin, including the ReichsfUhrer. Please come and tell every- 
body here how badly they treated U3. Tell the gentlemen about the swinish 
conduct of CfoergruppenflUiror Pohl.

In regard to the dissolution of the farm in the St. Lar.ibreoht Command, 
Ziereis made a statement as follows : the administration of this farm was in 
the hands of a Standartenfiihrer from Munich , who, together with Pohl and ‘some 
women, often held noisy parties at St. Lambrecht; but the prisoners were in 
their way so they decided to denounce them, alleging that they had seized the 
farm and were preparing to escape. The command was dissolved in accordance 
with an order from the Mauthausen camp leaders, and the prisoners were brought 
back to the camp. Ziereis stated (that he got an order to liquidate them at 
once on their arrival, in order that no witnesses of the doings in St. Lam- 
brecht might survive. Some of these prisoners wore "chased into the electric 
wiring"; some -were tom by Bachmoyer's dog, Lord; others were sent to Gusen 
carip for hard labour. 

Execution of 38 Austrians on 29th April 1 % 5 - 

Ziereis cannot state the reason for the execution of the 38 Austrians 
who had already been at Mauthausen oainp for more than a year. He can only 
say tta t their execution was curried out in compliance with the wishes of 
Gauleiter Sigruber, Dr. Pf if fra ter and Apnruv, head of the Linz Gestapo. A 
certain Prochaska, a Gestapo agent, tad been oomuissionod to oversee the 
execution, which, it is 3uid, was carried out by this man 'with two Blookf(lhror3 
from Mauthausen oanp. In this case, I must confess, it is true that Prochaska 
and a Gestapo employee named Poechor from the Linz Gestapo were brought up to 
Mauthausen in order to carry out the exoaution. 

Statements by the Secretaries Fo.1 (Panex) and No. 2 (Marsalek) of Mauthausen 
Gamp . 

"The execution \/hich tad been postponed several times was fixed for 
the night of April 28th to 29th, 1945 in consequoncd of pressure by Schulz, 
head of the political section of Mauthausen comp; at about 11 o'clock on 
that s' ie night, the notorious Hhuptsctarf'lhrer Spu tzoneggor and some othor 
Untersctarftihrers demanded the immediate production of the delinquents and 
thoir execution. They wore all provided with automatic machine-guns (but 
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not the prisoners). ..'a, the prisoner-secretaries refused to take part in tha 
execution and stated that we only had orders to perform it on the following 
morning. That order came from Alfulisch , the Lagerf (Hirer , who really had 
given us the order for the following morning. Spatzenegger and his men 
strolled away, and we at once informed the Austrians of the fate whioh awaitod 
then in the morning. They tried to escape, but owing to bad luck and the 
treachery of other prisoners they were unsuccessful. One man, called Diotel, 
took ’refuge in the hospital camp Mauthausen. Spatzenegger did not return 
next morning; the prisoners were told to report to the secretary at about 
8o' clock; they were kept standing by the kitchen until noon, and were then 
conducted by Oberscharftthrer Niedemayer to a courtyard whore they wer<? 
murdered by two Blockfdhrors with automatic machine-guns. Proohaaka was not 
present at the execution.

"One night in February 1 945* an Anglo -.Tperican Military Mission from 
Croatia, which was alleged to have been in conneotion with Tito, was brought 
into Mauthausen Camp. Ziereis denied that he had been prosent at any inter- 
rogations or tortures of the Anglo-Americans. If such cruelties were 
perpotrated against tha .unglo -Americans it i/ns (he said?) only by order of 
Baohmoyer." • Ziereis confesses that, after the interrogation of the Anglo- 
Americans, such trials came to be known in the oaup as "the Tibetan Prayer", 
i-fter that (?after the interrogation) the (iinglo-American) mission was taken 
to Dachau arvnp in a car driven by a lieutenant from Berlin, v/hose name is 
unknown to him. .7V ten Ziereis was told that what he was saying about the 

Anglo -Americans was a lie, he reiterated "No, no, they drove away to Dachau". 
According to statements by Ziereis it was Criminal Commissar Hameohen, Referat 
4, 8/1 1 , Reichssicherheitshauptant (R.S.H.A. ) Berlin, and Standartenftthrer 
Gaschke, who conducted the "Tibetan Prayer", ( a term used- in the prison camps 
after the interrogation by torture of tho Anglo -American Mission). 

About Heydrich, Ziereis says: All the Czechoslovakians murdered in 
Mauthausen Camp wore executed in pursuance of orders from K.H. Frank, He 
.hinself (ziereis) was against such killings 'an masso'. 

Ziereis states further: ’I know some details about other camps. In 
the year 1941 all the commanders of all the Gen. -an concentration camps we re 
. ordered to Sachsenhausen, Berlin, whor<- we ..-ere shown hew the Politrucks (sic) 
and Russian Commissars wore liquidated by the most rapid i.iothods. The Russians 
i/ere collected in one part of the ward and oonducted through a dark gangv/oy 
to an execution cell, while a radio i/as played loudly. On the other side cf 
the cell there i/as c. hole in the wall v/ith a mobile rest for a gun. By tho 
time that all tho politrucks or commissars had been shot, all the 3S-Ftlhrers 
of G-lueck's staff -,/ere drunk; SS-0berf(lhrer Loritz ( + ) supervised this 
massacre. The bodies of the dead Russians were thrown outside by tho SS- 
Obersoharftthrer i/ith amazing brutality. They had eight mobile oromatoria , 
i/hich were constantly in action and could dispose of beti/een 1 ,500 to 2,000 
bodies a day. I think that tho cremating i/ont on for at least five weeks, 

’.Then we arrived in Saohsonhausun it liad already boon going on for about a 
fortnight. 


(+) Loritz i/a3 Commandant of Sachsenhausen Concur) tr tion Camp. 
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In Cjross -Rosen camp the prisoners rare given syancali -solution injections 
in the cardiac veins by tho 3S -doctors , v/ho ware permanently changing. The 
commander was SS-Oborsturnbannf(lhror /irthur Rogol. 

In Buchenwald camp I was present, while still serving with the troops, 
when Jewish prisoners were robbed of all their money, gold, and jewels. 
Obersturnfiihror Hackmann and Unterstumftthrer Meyer, a relative of Himmler, wore 
notorious for this sort of plundering. Everybody in that carp acquired a big 
car at once. Hacknann drove out in a cut-away ooat and top-hat, with stolen 
diamonds on his fingers. The inspector of the Buohenwald arrest-cells was 
also an export plunderer, and drove out drunk, with a naked woman in the any, 
to Erfurt, 'where he spent 5»000 a night in the bars - of course he paid with 
stolon money.

If I remember rightly, Oberschnrftthrer Hirsch, the officer in charge 
of the arrest-cells was 3hot because he could not escape. Sturmbannfflhror 
Koch is 3aid to have advised him personally to commit suicide. Hirsch knew 
all about commander Kooh. Koch was syplylitio and got treatment from a pri- 
soner - doctor, whom he later murdered with the help of an SS-doctor. A big 
deal was arranged with the Jewish plunder; a blanket "worth about 2,50 HM, was 
sold at 100 RM. 

An SS-doctor, Sturmbannftthrer Dr. Kirchner, a psychiatrist, killed a 
great number of prisoners when he certified as insane. This action - as was 
tho case in other carps also - was officially stated, in the reports made under 
No. 14 F 13, to have been taken in order to prevent biological disease. The 
prisoners from Dachau, Buchonwald, and Mauthausen were 3ent before a commission 
from Berlin, presided ober by S S -Ha up t s tunnftth r er Dr. Lonauer, who had a clinic 
at Linz - Hartheim. They were declared to be men telly defective; I believe 
that, with an average of 20,000, 2 million prisoners a year must have been 
gassed in that gas-chamber of Dr. Lonauer' s nr. Linz. A 3 Mauthausen' s , tho 
gas-chamber looked exactly like a bath-house. The actuhl execution was not 
in the hands of the SS.-Dr. Lonauer and Dr. Reynbud, but of other officers. 

I do not remember the name of the head of the police - ho was killed later on 
in Croatia. They were gassed with coaloxyd-gas. The ashes were piled up 
behind the doctor's clinic, and were afterwards loaded on to trucks and dumped 
in the Danube. It is said that Hitler himself gave the orders to stop this. 
His reason was that information might reach the relatives of the deceased? 
(letters of condolence), people occasionally got the ashes of their dead. 

At Auschn.ri.tz ennp the Reiohsftihrer's Commissioner stole 40kgs. of tooth- 
gold; I do not remember tho nan's name, but I am sure that Gluecks must know 
him. In all the carps the hair of the men, women and children was cut and 
shaved; this hair was used to make shoes for tho winter-equipment of the any. 
In order to prevent ary waste of hair, men bad only a narrow strip, just the 
width of the clippers, cut in their hair. (+) 

Heydrich (since killed) gave orders that all the faces of the prisoners 
•wore to be marked with invisible (?indelible) ink, from the top of the fore- 
head to the no3e and across the cheeks. This tattoo stayed on for 3 months 
and then had to be renewed. Gluecks and Hosch (?Hoesa) gave orders, while 
they wore commandants of Auschwitz camp, that the prisoners' numbers were to 
be tettoojdcn their arms. Mauthausen tattooes •./ere so'-rca. 


( + ) This was done by -n order from the YflTHA to render prisoners conspicuous 
and thus make escape more difficult. 
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III Kauthau3an thero -.A 3 a ga.3-ahar.ib0r vhioh had been converted from a 
bath-ohawber , or vioa -versa , next door to the crematorium. according to 
Ziereis' confossion only executions took place in this room. (That is not 
true: this is a remark of Dr. Toni's).

I, Franz Ziereis \r* s born 13* 7-1905 in Munich. My Pother vas killed 
in the first world war; r.y Mother i3 living in M'unich. I 

I have on° brother Rudolf who is 36 years old, a steam engine machinist, \ 

and two sisters Margarets AT years old -nd Jilholmine 32 ye&rs old. I am a 
merchant by profession. During my long unemployment I worked as a carpenter. 

I performed ny military service from 1.4.24- to 30. 9 . 36, in a Bavarian 
Regiment, in which I held the rank of S rgeant. I loft the Army with the 
rank cf Lieutenant, and I cano to the GS on .ugust 30th 1 936 with tho rank of 
Ob^rsturmfllirer and I w a 3 i t- the Atli GVt d-i-to CO jn Oi-ardcnburg as 

•a teacher, for .ml.nr.Unjr men. 


Ziereis denies that he gave orders that prisoners in Gusen Camp wero to 
stand naked in -winter outside the wards until they fell dead. Y/hen ho heard 
about this order, he forbade it immediately ar.d told Glueck what he had done, 
who called him a Schelsukerl. 

In the year 19A2/A3 1 ,000 Dutch Jews we re brought to Mauthausen. On 
31 3t May 1 9A3 , Himmler was there and gave orders that the Jews were to carry 
heavy stones weighing more than 50kgs, cf granite on their shoulders. Those 
stones had to be brought .up some 3teop steps to build up the road near Lienor 
Graben. The Jews nearly all committed suicide by jumping down from the wall 
which was about 50 ntrs. high. Shortly after Hiiaaler’s visit Siorei3 told 
Glueoks cf the order, and asked him to stop it, because he knew that civilians 
could see what was being done. In reply he \ro 3 told that nobody should demur 
at an order which came from tho Reiohsfllhrer himself. Throe months la tor, 
about 1 ,000 Czechoslovakian Jaws arrived. At that time tho mortality vas only 
3?e. The high officials in Berlin thought trd .3 vAs not enough and Lippenhon- 
3chel (Liebahonschel?) rang up Ziereis and asked him what was happening and 
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I yas sent to Mauthausen on 1 7 • ^ ”1 »39 in succession to the previous oomp 
commandant , Sauer, I owe my rapid rise to the foot that I often volunteered 
for front lino ser\-ioej but my commanding officer, under the SS Roichsfdhror 
Himmler, compelled no to remain U3 a -amp commandant at Mauthausen. Tho 
proportion of S3 troops to tho number of prisoners was 1 to 10. 

The greatest number ci prisoners in' the oar.ip at iiauthausan was 17,000 
cver and above other camps. ( + )lho greatest number of prisonors in the other 
camp3, excluding Mauthausen, v/as 76,000 prisoners, and the total came to 
95 »C0Cr The number of deaths was over 65,000.

My wife was 
shocked, and exerted her influence on me so that I began to ignore Borlin. I 
had recognised that the orders from 3orlin were senseless, but it made me 
nervous. Mauthausen Gusen were tho last camps to which the camps at Buohen- 
wnlG, Dachau, Auschrritz otc. were finally evacuated. Thousands of prisoners 
ware sent to us unoxp. cted' , men, women ar.d children - and there was no food 
for then 1 I asked Berlin "to stop this e..-uelty and they, ny superiors, 
criticised ne t ]n eyory convoy there ware 600 - 800 dead prisoners# Shortly 
before the end of the \Ar they sent >us a convoy of 4 >800 prisoners from Dachau, 
and only 180 of them arrived, the others had died from starvation on the way, 
because they had boon given no food. In the last days, just before the end 
of the war. the crematorium crews at Mauthausen and Gusen were murdered by 
SS -Hauptsturaf Lhror Eaehmeyer bocauso they knew too much. Continuing his 
statements Ziereis mentioned many names of high SS officials, among them 
Ei grub or , the Gauleiter of Upper Austria, V/hen I met Himmler for the last 
tine, he said it vat, in Vienna, 7-8 weeks ago.

At this point the interrogation came to an end because cf Ziereis 1 weak- 
ness and l'is difficulty in speaking. Frans Ziereis made the above statements 
as he la; in bed, having been seriously wounded by two shots, one in the 
stomach .tnd one in the left shoulder. 

All the questions asked him in German by two Intelligence agents he 
answered consciously and without any compulsion.

Preliminary Note. 


Shortly after the liberation of the Auschv/itz Concentration Camp by 
the Red Army on January 27th, 1945, my friend, Edward van Gelder, a you. g 
Economist from Rotterdam (Netherlands), and I plaoed ourselveB at the dis- 
posal of the civil and military authorities at Auschwitz. On February 19th 
the Russian major, who had been made commandant of the camp, asked us to meet 
him, but we were prevented by severe illness from keeping the appointment. 

A few weeks later, we had a conversation with him and were asked to bring out 
a little newspaper ("Mural News Sheet") just for circulation in the camp, and 
to draw up a report on the crimes committed by the SS. at Auschwitz and 
Birkenau. 

In the following pages, containing the results of the research that 
we carried out, for the above purpose, in the Auschwitz Camp, we have con- 
fined ourselves to the essential faots; what matters most, in our. view, is 
that the names of those who perpetrated these acts of unparalleled cruelty 
should be made known.

1 Introduction.

The soncentration camps at Auschv/itz and BjJrkenau (referred to below 
as Auschwitz-Birkenau) were extermination camps, in oontrast— up to a certain 
point— -with the labour camps, where the Germans did not have the inmates 
periodically slaughtered or gassed (after a "selection parade"). 

Every inmate of a concentration camp in Poland, and probably elsewhere, 
is familiar with the word "Musulman" (in German Muselmann); it signified a 
man (or a woman) who had become too debilitated to perform hard labour, and who 
was, in oonsequenoe, always in danger of being sent off to the gas chambers 
at sne of the periodical "selections". 




Cne is amazed that the SS .*« the perpetrators of all these atrocities— 
should have been capable of such barbarous' cruelty. It seems, indeed, that 
the men who. bear the guilt of these crimes endeavoured to transport the task 
of extermination to a non-emotional basis. The object in view was, in fact, 
regarded just as a riddance of objectionable vermin; and the whblesale 
slaughtering of the prisoners by prussic-acid gas must have presented itself 
as an obvious method to the authors of these atrocities. (+) It should be 
added that. the methodical destruction of a large number of victims makes a 
far less terrifying impression them the execution of a single individual. 

Moreover, the SS. had "prganised" the perpetration of .these crimes; for 
instance, they had created a "Sonderkommando" (special detachment) consisting 
of Jewish prisoners, whose fate was still undecided, to carry out the executions; 
and then, a few weeks later, those assistants would be gassed in their turn ... 
they had seen too much! 

Perhaps the moot infamous character in the Birkenau women's camp was 
the SS. doctor MENGELE, the ramp medical officer (Lagerartzt), who despatched 
thousands cf women te the gas chambers. (++) . As I have saidj I do _not ^propose 

to go into details here: my main cbjoot is to give the names of the principal 
criminals. Another man, who was not surpassed in cruelty, even by Dr. MENGELE(N), 
was Dr. KLEIN, the camp doctor cf Auschwitz, who, on September 29th, 1944* 
conducted the last "selection" at Auschwitz, as a result of which hundreds of 
men were sent to a violent death. (+++) 

By this method of extermination (by gassing), which was applied at 
regular intervals, the SS. were able to get rid of most of their Jewish 
captives. This did not however prevent the Germans from using other methods 
as well. For instance, some of the women (++++) have told me how they wore 
compelled by the S3, and the women wardresses (capos) to work lying flat on 
their faces, and were then ordered to get up with SS. soldiers standing on their 
backs; and how others were literally subjected to vivisection. ( I will have 
more to say about this later on.) I 3 hall not say. anything here about deaths 
by hanging, a mode of execution which was comi only employed, I believe-, in all 
German concentration camps. I will conclude this indictment with -a Bunmaryof 
the medical experiments carried out at Auschwitz, which caused the deaths of a 
nunber of women. (+++++) r • •ufc.f

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Medical c.-.poriiaents carried out at Auschwitz 
between March 1943 and August 1944* 


It was on March 21 3 t, 1545j that I first made the acquaintance of 
Dr. Max Benjamin, formerly a children's doctor at Cologne, and, after 
emigrating, a librarian at Amsterdam. (+) 


In 1943 he had b^en appointed as doctor in the Gypsies' Camp at 
Birkenau. When the experiments at Auschwitz were in progress (in Block 10) 
his wife, who had at first been acting ns a nurse, was used as a subject for 
these experiments; as was also Mme. de WIND, a Dutch woman , whose husband 
was acting as a doctor in the mens' camp at Auschv/itz. Where, it will be 
asked, were all these living subjects obtained from? And who was responsible' 
for the cruelties which caused the deaths of hundreds of women? 

It seems that the women in question were faced with the choice of 
either being sent to BirKcnau or submitting to ■chu experiments. I have 
gathered the following details from data collected by Dr. de Wind, and in 
conversations with the Gorman -Jewish doctors Benjamin and Pieck, and also 
with some of the subjects of the experiments. (++)

To the 30 wore added 12 Polish women from the neighbourhood of the oamp 
and, from time to time, small groups of women from Birkenau. During the day, 
two SS. women ( Aufseherinnen) guarded the block, which was also declared out 
of bounds for the rest of the comp population during the night, in order to 
avoid the inmates having any contact with men.

Details of Experiments. 

I. Professor Samuel, professor of gynae oology^ + 'ias a German Jew of 

Cologne. He wa 3 given by the Standortarzt Wttrth, Hauptsturmftihrer of the 
SS., the task of excising parts of the portio uteri (uterine bo<fy), after 
v/hich the wound was sutured. With the excised material frozen sections 
were made. From the reports of Professor Samuel, it seems that the latter' 
only separated the mucous membrane of the portio uteri, but this assertion 
contrasts withthe following faots:

(a) the suture was indispensable; 

(b) previous experiments v/ith the same women proved that as the 
os uteri (++) could not be passed by bougies, so that, to say 
the least, the submucous layer as well must have been damaged.

Whilst a French doctor, Melle Oval, had sabotaged these experiments 
by performing only one or two operations a week, Professor Samuel performed 
three or four daily. 


II. 


The experiments of Professor Schumann: 


Fifteen young girls of 17 and 18 were submitted to this experiment. 

The few subjects who survived it are probably in the hands of the Germans. 
This is why we have so few objective data on these very cruel experiments. 
The girls were placed in a field of ultra-short ■waves, v/ith one electrode 
on the abdomen, the other one on the buttocks. The rays were focussed on 
the ovaries v/hich were thus burnt. Following wrong applications the girls 
Yvere severely burnt, bums of the abdomen and of the buttocks as -well. 

One of them died of these severe wounds. The others were sent to Birkenau, 
where they stayed partly in the hospital (Revier), partly in the oommandos. 
.'if ter a month they came back to Auschv/itz, where they were submitted to tYvo 
control operations, a saggital incision and a transverse one, the object 
being to control the condition of the genital organs. The girls have under- 
gone considerable senile changes (hormonal shrinkage); they 'were bedridden 
for months as a result of the operation vsounds and have died from lack of 
asepsis. 


III. 


The most extensive experiment Yvas that of Professor Glauberg. 


German gynaecologist of Kattowitz, perform?! in collaboration Yvith 
a chemist, Dr. Goebel, of Berlin. Both v»re in touch with the Gestapo. 
The aim of the experiment Yvas the search for contrast media in radiology, 
media which could replace Jodipin, as iodine was lacking in Germany. 

This experiment v/as of a commercial nature. Glauberg worked in the 
interest of the Gorman chemical industry and paid the SS. a certain price 
for every woman received from the camp. 


( + ) According to Dr. Benjamin, v/ho lived in Cologne before 1939* the gynaecologist 
Samuel v/as not a university professor. He is said to have been shot Iter; 
he had 3een too much. 

(++) Os uteri = entranoo to uterus. 
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The women wire placed on a radiotherapy rable and by means of an 
electrio pump, a thick white tost fluid was introduced into the uterus whilst 
an X-ray control was carried on by soreoning. Next an X-ray was taken. 

The women suffered very much during this experiment; it was as if the 
abdomen was tearing open. After having got up they wont to the lavatory 
whore the liquid, often mixed with blood, was evacuated, • causing violent 
pains. The experiments wore repeated from three to six times, at intervals 
of from three to four vreoks. Those who, beoause of a narrow os uteri, were 
not utilisable, wore sent back to Birkenau, which was virtually equivalent to 
death. Approximately 40 C women of various nationalities were submitted to 
this experiment. There was no intention of producing sterility, but the 
faot nevertheless remains, that many women will become sterile as a re suit of 
-a reaotive inflammation. In addition to this, the medium, overflowing into 
the abdomen, often produced a salpingitis or peritonitis, conditions which, 
in many oases, proved fatal* 

IV. The last group of experiments, of a hemato-3erologioal nature, have not 

had serious consequences. They were performed by the Obststurmftthrer of the 
SS. Weber, with the .help of the Obersturmftihrer Mttnoh. This series of 
experiments consisted of: 

(a) experiment s_ concerning the fixation of blood groups; 

(b) experiments on the reactions of blood to salicylates and 
the sUlphonamides;

(c) reactions to intravenous injections of malarial blood.

I believe that this account of the faots is enough evidence. 

For greater clarity, I have attached a list of the principal culprits, and of 
some of their victims. If the former fall into the hands of the Allies, 
they could help to oomplete the list of their accomplices, whilst the women 
victims, the Jewish doctors named above and other witnesses could corroborate 
the present report of the faots. 

This report is intended as an accusation. If the faots as related 
here, help to secure the arrest and conviction of the culprits, its purpose 
will be fulfilled.

his name as being: 


PIETER LANGUORS! 

born 18th May, 1916, in .Amsterdam, chief of the Office for Personal Property 
of Enemies and Traitors in Amsterdam, residing at Eerste Schinkelstraat, 
10-1, Amsterdam, and v/ho stated as follows: 

"I am an ex-political prisoner and have been in various prisoners 
and concentration camps. The last one was CAMP REHMSDORFF . 

"As the Allied troops drew nearer the aforesaid camp was 
evacuated and the inmates — about 2,900 men — were transported from 
REHMSDORFF to THERESIENSTADT . 

"The transport consisted chiefly of Czechs, Poles, Russians, and 
Hungarian Jews, whilst there were only a few Dutchmen amongst them. 

"Only about 500 men out of this -/hole transport reached THERESIEN - 
3TADT; the rest were simply butchered on route by means of a so-called 
shot in the neck. The corpses were thrown into mass graves, which were 
afterwords closed up. 

"I am convinced that these mass graves have not yet been 
discovered, as they -ro situated right ir. the middle of the woods, 
hove to know them to be abl( to find them.

"Seeing that the bodies were dressed in prison clothes, on 
which the registration numbers appear, it is highly probable that 
very many victims will be able to be identified. I shall be glad to 
cc-operate in indicating these mass graves, so that they may be 
opened up. 

"My companion in distress, Jacob BARKER, living at Meerhuizen- 
straat '/-III, Amsterdam, and L.M.p.M. Baron van LAMSWEERDE, living 
at Lairessestrant 42- III, Amsterdam* who also had the same experience 
as I, and each of whom can personally give directions with regard to 
the graves, which I cannot find, are equally prepared to place them- 
selves at your disposal for this purpose ♦" 


After this I, the interrogator, examined on 14th January, 1946, 
a person, who gave his name as being 

JACOB BARKER,

born on May 6th, 1917, at Sloten (Friesland), by profession municipal 
official, residing at Meerhuizenstraat, 7-III, Amsterdam, who stated that 
he could wholly endorse LANGHORST's statement.

According to information from Eakkor, BARON VAN LAMSV/EERTE is also 
prepared to co-operate in this matter.

has been established that the members of tho so-called Commandos are, at ar\y rate 

partially, recruited from criminals released in the enory countries, and they are 
behaving with extraordinary brutality snd stealth. It is disclosed by captured 
orders that they arc- enjoined, not only to manacle prisoners, but to kill unarmed 
prisoners instantly if they believe ttet thoy might be a burden or an impediment. 

Finally, orders have been found in which it is laid doim as a rule to be followed 

that prisoners are to be killed. 

(2) For this reason, it has already been announced in a supplement to the Airy 
Order of October 7th, 1942, that, in future, Germany \rLll rosort to similar methods 
against these British sabotage troops and their accomplices, in other words, that 
who rover they appoar thoy will be annihilated without consideration* in combat# by 
tho German troops. 

(3) I therefore order: 

From new on, all opponents belonging to the so-called "Commando" enter- 
prises in Europe or Africa, discovered by German troops - even in the case of 
soldiors in uniform or demolition troops with or without weapons, and who thor 
encountered in combat or overtaken in flight “shall be slain to tho last man. It 
is, moreover, immaterial whet her they landed from ships or aeroplanes, or by n*>ans 
of parachutes in pursuance of their object. Even if these follows should appa- 
rently bo disposed to surrender when thoy are discovered, tho rule is that no 
quarter is to be given to them. After each inoident of this kind a detailed 
notification must be made to tho Commander in Chief of the /ohmacht \/ith a view 
to its inclusion in an Army Report. 

(4) Should individual members of such Commandos, acting as agon ts, saboteurs, 
otc. , fall into the hands of the ’,/ohrr.v cht, for example, through the police in 
the countries occupied by U3, thoy ,iust ir.imediu toly be handed over to the Security 
Service. Their detention under military gir*rd - a.g. in prisonor of i/ar camps - 
is strictly forbidden, even if only r -s a' temporary moasure. 

(5) This rule shall not apply to the treatment of enory soldiers who are cap- 
turod or surrender in open fight in the course of normal hostilities (large-scale 
offensives, large-scale landing opera tions and largo -scale airlanding enterprises). 
Nor 3hall this rule apply to oneiry soldiers who have fallen ?nto our hands after 
engagements at sui, or who endo: vo\ir, after ooirib-ts in the air, to save their 
lives by parachute landings. 
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(6) I shall 3end any commanders or officers who haver- neglected to instruot tho 
troops o oncoming this Order or v/ho have ac ted contrary to it before a oourt mar- 
tial for non compliance ;ith the order.

I have found myself compelled to issue a rigorous Order for the annihilation 
of enemy saboteur groups and to impose severe penalties for its non-fulfilment. 

I consider it necessary to acquaint the competent commanding officers and 
commanders wi th the grounds for this rule. , 

In this war, as in no former \/ar, thore has developed a practice of destroy- 
ing rear oomnunioation3 , intimidating the local inhabitants "working for Germany, 
and annihilating \/ar industrial plants in tho territories ",/e have oocupied. 

In the East this kind of guerrilla warfare has, since last winter , caused 
very grave injury to our fighting power; it has cost the lives of numerous Ger- 
man soldiers, railway men, and workers of the OT (Todt organization), the labour 
service, etc. It has groatiy damaged transport needed for tho support of the 
fighting strength of the troops, frequently disrupting it for many days. A suc- 
cessful continuation or even an intensification of this form of "war may cause an 
acute crisis in some part cf the front. Many of our measures to combat- this 
sabotage f as cruel as it 13 3tealt,hy, fail simply because the Gorman offioei’s and 
their i.wn have no idea of the greatness of the danger, and therefore, in some 
cases, do not take action against these enemy troops in the manner necessary to 
aid the advanced front, and thus to assist tho entire conduct of the \/ar. It 
therefore became nooessary, in the East, to create special formations to deal 
with this danger, or to assign this task to 3 pcciul SS formations. < It is only 
•,/here the fight against tho guerrillas has been begun and ocnducted with un- 
flinching severity that results have been obtained which have eased the position 
for the fighting front line. 

tho entire Easter n territory, therefore, t ho •w -r against tho guerrilla^ 
is a fight for the utter ,-_x t ermination of on e side or t he other . 
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..Tian this fact has been generally roaognised by a body cf troops, it \,111 
al\Ayn deal ruthlessly wi th guerrillas. Otherwise no substantial results \riJLl 
follow its employment. It will bo A' failure. 

A1 though under anothor name, England and Anorioa have dooidod to oonduct tho 
3ano kind of - ./ar • fliei’eas tho Russians endeavour to bring guorrilla troops behind 
our front by country roads, and only in exceptional cas^s use air transport to 
drop 3 oldie rs and provisions, tho English and Americans conduct thoir operations 
first by landing sabotage troops by submarines or rubber boats or by dropping 
paraohuto agents. In essence, however, this conduct of war diffors in nothing 
from the operations of the Russian guerrillas. The task of those troops is; 

1. To establish a genoral. -espionage service, with tho oo-operation of 
willing inhabitants. 

2. To build up terrorist groups, and to supply then with tho. necessary 
weapons and explosives. 

3. To undertake sabotage operations aiming at the destruction of means 
of traffic, with the object not only of wrecking our permanent communications 
but oven of rondoring troop movements generally impossible, and putting out of 
aotion tho information service. 

f 

Finally, damage is inflicted by those troops on important war plants*- 
Key works, based upon a scientifically designed programme, are blown up with tno 
objeot of crippling entire industries. 

Tho consequences of this warfare are extremely gravo. I do not know 
whether every comr.vandor and officer realises that the destruction of a singlo 
electrio po\/er station, for example, may deprive tho Luftwaffe of many thousands 
of tons of aluminium; and that the construction f i.any aeroplanes, of which tho 
front is in need, is thus prevented; and that this may cause grove injury to our 
honoland and load to heavy casualties among our soldiers. 

Moreover, this kind of warfare involve* no danger for the ener.y. He 
lands his sabotage troeps in uniform or, may be he furnishes thorn also with civi- 
lian clothing, so that they can, as the need arises, pass as soldiers or as 
civilians. Whilst they themselves are instructed to remove ruthlessly the Gor- 
man 3 oldier 3 or even the native inhabitants who are opposing them, they incur no 
danger whatever of really serious losses, since, in the worst event, they sirply 
surrendor and expect then to corny under the terms of tho Genova Convention. It 
i 3 , however, obvious that this constitutes an abuse of tho Genova provisions, of 
the worst kind, all tho more so because thoso parties are in part composed of 
criminals who have been released with the prospect of obtaining their rehabi- 
litation through such actions. 

England and America will therefore always find volunteers for such warfare , 
so long as they can be convinced that they aro not risking thoir lives. In the . 
■worst event, they can successfully aoooi.plish their outrages ag\inst men, commu- 
nications or industrial plants and then, when captured, they can simply surrender. 

Accordingly, if the Gorman conduct of war is not to be gravely prejudiced 
by suoh methods, it must be made clear to the ene:.y that every sabotage party 
will , without exception , be exterminated to tho last man; i.- . that the prospoct 
of escaping alive is simply nil. It is theroforo, absolutely inadmissablo that 
a demolition, subotag or terrorist party can simply land and bo taken prisoner, 
and then expect to bo treated in conformity with the Genova. Convention; 3uah 
parties must in all cases be utterly exterminated. 

No tif ioa t ions » which are to be included on this subject in an Arqy Report* 
will briefly and concisely state that a sabotage, terror or doi.iolition party was 
discovered and h -3 been exterminated to tho 1 -3t man. 
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I thuroforo oxpoct that both the commanders of tho amius and individual 
oocnandors vrill not only realise the necessity for such action, but that they 
will aarry out this order with tho utmost energy. Offioors or non-ooumissionod 
officers who fail to do so fron weaknoss of any hind, must bo unhesitatingly 
reported or in certain circumstances - when thero is danger in delay - 
aalled to tho strictest account. Both tho honoland and the fighting soldier at 
the front have a right to oxpoct that tho supplies of food, arms and munitions 
in rear of tho front shall bo offectively protoctod. 

Tho above nro tho grounds for the Ordor promulgated by me. 

Should it soon oxpodiont, in the first plaoo, to sparo ono or two nen, in 
ordor to question then, they will bo shot ir.uiodiately after their interrogation.

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THE THERESIENSTADT (TEREZIN) CONCENTRATION CAMP

There ‘were two different camps at Theresienstadt during tho occupation. 

One of then called "Tho Small Fortress" originated so that all tho civilian 
inhabitants of tho town (Theresienstadt) were- evacuated and a Ghetto was fomod 
in the tovm. Jews ’.zero then sent to this camp and thoy came not only from 
Czechoslovakia but freu Go many and from all Gsfcman -occupied countries as well. 
Tho town Thor e s i ens ta dt vas built 's a military fortress during the reign of 
Mario -Theresa, on the sar.io pattern as Jo3ofov. 

During the tine of the first Republic there vas a largo military garrison, 
as .the tc\m had not changed much in its architectural structure, nevertheless, 
there wore about 5.000 civilian inhabitants living in tho town. 


During the time of the first Republic there was a population (civilian and 
military) of about 8 ,000 persons nr.d the town was probably not capable of accom- 
modating more than thi3 number. After $ho forming of the Ghetto, however, 

40,000 to 60,CC0 Jews ’./ore living in exactly the s'-ne living space during tho 
occupation, and owing to this number , conditions ir. the carp can well bo 
imagined. Besides this Theresienstadt was a sort of "transit-station" for those 
Jews who >79 re later sent to Osv/i&czim or other -anps so that living conditions 
in the camp continued to deteriorate all the time. Tho Ministry of Interior 
can supply the exact nunb.r of inhabitants nd further devils of tho camp 
itself. The Ministry of Int rior lias the archives of the former Jewish religious 
body by whom, by way of "self-government" There siens t - dt vas run.

A part of the tovn- Theresionstadt (but net a part of the camp Theresionstadt) 
was "The Small Fortress". The Small Fortress was actually an affiliated prison 
to the German police prison in Prague, but it had it3 own administr a cion nd it 
also kept prisoners who were not handed over to any court. 

In this prison there were prisoners ’who were being examined, persons sentenced 
by tho Gostepo to - police -sentence , and also those ’who awaited transportation to 
further concentration c-arps or to various German courts. About 5,000 - 6,000 
political prisoners used to be in this orison \/ithout distinction of religion. 
Commander of this camp w-s Joock 1 who has just been surrendered to us by the 
American authorities. 


Conditions \/ero much vorao in this camp than in the Ghotto as in this c arp 
thoro \/oro political prisoners. Interrogations vero carried out thcro -./hi oh 
iwro oi such a character that even the- official:: cf the Gestapo in Prague could 
not bring thewsolvos to c rry then out in such . manner, and apart from that 
"inconvenient" prisoners and v/itnossos ,/oru "liquid;. tod" thoro. 

"Sonderbohandlung" (i.c. shooting or execution ‘Without a trial) was also 
carried out thoro. 

Almost all parachutists and all m jor prisoners wore kept in this prison. 

.Thile Iron tho Ghotto Jews -./ere sent i‘or agricultural labour. or for labour 
in tho nearby surroundings , tho political prisoners (including Jo.;s, who v/ore 
apart from thoir raco, also iupr isonod because of political reasons), worked on 
tho hardest jobs, in tho building of tho underground air factory "nine 
Richard", in tho Sohict factories in Usti n/1. on the unlading of coal and other 
goods from the cargo boats at Lovosico and in Usti n/1* etc. 

An exact outline of the conditions in tho police prison in There sienstadt 
and also the list of all ocmr.wndors and guards from thi3 prison vd.ll oortainly 
bo supplied by the Czechoslovak idnistry of Interior. This li3t \hs made 
immediately after the uprising.

M&ozka is at present working with Professor Iysholm in the X-ray Section 
of the Serafimer Hospital in Stockholm. 

Dr. ilaczka developed the X-ray photographs which Professor 
Gebhardt took after "bone operations" on his victims; 3 he has seen a 
nurse, Gerda >aerhoim , strangle new-born babies. She is remarkable above 
all for hor keen powers of observation and her concise \/c.y of expressing 
herself.

Cn the other hand it should be noted that in the 
cases where the F.o.W. knew his rights and invoked them, the R.K.G. gave him 
satisfaction and confPnned itself to the stipulation of the Geneva convention, 
but there has always been previously and in the cases whioh have come to cur 
knowledge a systematic attempt- not to apply the rules of the said convention. 

The sentence most frequently pronounced by the R.K.G. was capital 
punishment, which this court applied almost automatically. During the last 
year from April 19244 - April 1949, about 2G0 Frenchmen have been condemned to 
death and executed, among them are included a great number of Alsatians and 
Lorraines, enlisted by force in the German Army,- who later deserted. a great 
many Luxemhurgers, Belgians, Serbians, and hundreds cf Poles have been 
executed during this same period. 

Here we cite to the allied authorities the mimes of the principal 
.judges and prosecuting attorneys of the R.K.G. who in our estimation should 
bo considered as war criminals.

The condemned were informed at TORG.iU of thoir departure for Halle 
for execution about 48 hours in advance. They were transported in chains and 
handcuffs in a cellular railroad our. /it the prison of Halle they remained 
chained to the wall of tiro cell cr on their bed up to the moment of execution, 
of which they knew the exact time.' 'For the executions they were dressed in 
paper clothes, in order to 3ave their regular clothing.

STATEMENT 

In pursuanoo of ry relevant report of 15 January, 1946, I, Johan Jacob 
van Geelen . police -inspector in Amsterdam, also special state oons table, on 
duty in the above-mentioned Office, gave a hearing on Monday, 18 March, 1946, 
to a person who gave his name as being: 

LEONARDUS MATHSUS PETRUS MARIA Baron VAN LAi.S v /EERDE . 
bom on 5 June, 1919, at Nijmegen, official in the 'Jar Offioe, residing at 
Do Lairossestraat, 42-III, Amsterdam, who stated as follows: 

"On 12 January, 1943, I was arrested during an attempt to cross the 
Spanish frontier. After having been in various prisons I was transferred to 
the concentration cnr.ip 'Buchonwald 1 in Germany, whore I stayed about 18 months. 
On 12 November, 1944 I finally arrived at the concentration oamp 'Rehmsdorff' , 
Gornhry, -./here I stayed until r.y escape on 20 April, 1945* With the advanoo 
of tho Allied troops, camp Rehmsdorff '.as speedily evacuated and tho political 
prisoners hold there placed on a transport for Theresienstadt, Germany. In 
tho beginning the transport of the prisoners took place by train in goods vans. 
Me went as far as Harionbud by train and for some unknoim reason wore held up 
there for about a week, so that the vans 'with the prisoners renainod at tho 
station. During the said week Allied planes attacked Harienbad station, and 
about 1 ,000 prisoners took advantage of the ensuing confusion to escape into 
the surrounding woods. Of course, the whole of the police and armed forces 
(S.S., Volkssturri, Hitler Youth) ‘./as put into operation to recapture tho es- 
caped fugitives and actually, all tho prisoners, v/ho wore naturally wearing 
prison garb and wore thus easily recognizable, wore caught again. Those 
prisoners, numbering about 1,000, './ere taken back in groups to Harienbad, 
station and shot through the baok of the neol: by tho S.S. g-ords. As both 


of tho train loconotivos had boon dostroyod by the air raid, tho journey frou 
IJarionbad to Thorosionstadt had to be continued on foot. Many of tho prisoners 
wero not* in a fit state to stand up to tho joumoy and foil exhausted by the 
wayside, whore , without excop tion, they wore shot through the neck by the guards. 
In tho evening the corpses wore takon away in a lorry and buried in mss-graves 
in the woods. 

"Without a doubt nary of tho bodies will still be identifiable as they 
wero dressed in prison clothes, bearing registered numbers. It is howovor 
necessary to know the exact path taken and the plaao where the mss -graves aro 
situatod, in ordor to find them, as they lie in the middle of tho woods. I 
am perfectly willing to offer ny services in holping to traao them. At the 
time of the departure of the transport I heard the S.S. guards saying th^'-t 
there were a total of 2,775 prisoners. Of those, only about 500 reaohea 
There si enstadt. Tho others were killed en route. I myself managed to esoape 

near Lobositz, about 7 kms. frou Theresienstadt. The transport was under tho 
direction of SS-ObersoharfOhrer SCHMIDT , one of the brutes of Buchenwald, who 
there too behaved in a shocking manner to\/ards the prisoners and was well-known 
as a sadist. I oan give no further information." 

I, the interrogator, declaro the aforegoing statement to have been made 
in draft, and that it is, in consoquence, unsigned.

I. ORGANISATION . 

1 . The Wirts-ihafts-und Verwaltungshauptamt was the ministerial 
department dealing with all economic and administrative matters for the 
SS. Its HQ was at ORANTENBURG ( 5 minutes from the concentration camp 
SACHSENHAUSEN/ORAN IENBURG) . !fhe whole V/VHA was staffed entirely by 
the SS. 

2. Within the framework of the WVHA the Branch "D" (Amtsgruppe "D") 
dealt solely with concentration camps. Apart from the actual arrest of 
the internees which was carried out by the KRIPO or GESTAPO, Amtsgruppe 
"D" was entirely responsible for all concentration camps within Germany 
and German occupied countries. The Amtsgruppe "D" had five sections 
(Amt I, II, III, IV and VI). 

AMT I. 

3. This Branch was the Liaison Section with Amt IV and V of the 
Reichssicherheitshauptamt. Its functions -vrere roughly equivalent to 
what on British HQ's would be called A (Co-ord). One of the activities 
of the section was to receive a copy of all execution orders which were 
to be carried out in concentration camps from the Sections IV and V of 
the RSHA (mass executions and gassings at various concentration camps 
were sometimes carried out by special agents of Amt I, one of whom was 
Hauptscharftlhrer MOLL, one of the accused at the DACHAU trial). Amt I 
also transmitted all orders dealing with r"lease or transfer of prisoners 
from the RSHA to concentration camps, so that all large scale evacuation 
of prisoners from one camp to another would have to be ordered' by Amt I. 

AMT If . 

4* This Amt acted as labour exchange for the labour provided from 
concentration comp prisoners. All questions of "Arbeitseinsatz" (using 
concentration oamp labour for the war effort) were dealt with in this Amt. 

AMT III . 

5- This Amt was in charge of all medical arrangements (including 
sanitation and hygiene) for all concentration camps. Its chiefs carried 
cut regular inspection tours to all concentration comps. The Amt also 
controlled the medical experiments for which concentration camp internees 
were supplied as guinea pigs. These experiments were carried out on orders 
from the "Oberste Reichsarzt" SS. General Professor GRr.WITZ in BERLIN. 
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AMT IV. 

6. General administration of the comps. This included the adminis- 
tration of the oamp staffs and the SS Guards. 

AMT VI. Training. Little information is yet available on the funotions 
of ■this Amt, but it is believed that it was responsible for the training 
of camp staffs*

the concentration camp AUSCHWITZ. Though the dates have not yet been 
established, it would appear that a cross posting had taken place.

18. According to SCMI'ER, who has been interrogated, the head of the 
party (who was apparently GLUCKS) and MALRER had an interview with 
HIMMLER who told them that he was getting in touch with Field Marshal 
MONTGOMERY to arrange an armistice with the Western Allies in order to 
carry on the war against RUSSIA and advised them to go underground for 
some weeks by which tirfte all grievances would be forgotten. All members 
of th; party then obtained false papers from the naval camp at MURWIK and 
each member went his own way. 

19* GLOckS's and LOLLING' s fates have been dealt with, SOMMER was 
arrested and is in custody, HOESS(+), BURGER and MAURER, whose aliases 
are known, are being looked for.

Do you admit that political prisoners in solitary confinement were 
killed by poisoned ooffoe? 

At a nesting of Gestapo officials in Prague, I was ordered to 
provide poison for the extermination of political prisoners who 
were marked "XYZ". On iry orders, the Guard ROJKO attempted to 
poison political prisoners in solitary confinement with chemical 
matter from tablets which were used for disinfection purposes. 

He mixed theso tablets into the coffee and served it to the 
prisoners who had not had any food or drink for a long time. 

The offeot of this, however, was not satisfactory. I only remem- 
ber a Para -trooper called SZABO, whose aase was workod on by 
Krininal Konmissar LEIMER, where this means was used for his 
killing. 

Major STEMDAMM, the Chief of the Covin tor -Espionage of the Secret 
State Polioo in Praguo was entrusted by SS Obersturmbannftthrer 
Dr. GEHRKE to provide poison callod "Qyklon" which was to be used 
for poisoning prisoners. It is likely that he did not succeed in 
providing this poison as nono was dispatched to Torezln.

Subject: Round-ups of Aliens 



The military successes gained by tho enemy Powers and the intensified 
radio propaganda of seditious foreign stations necessitate a sharper oontrol 
of foreign workers in the Roioh. In this connection, we have only to indioate, 
by way of example, tho aotivit ‘03 of Polish resistance movements, seeking, for 
in 3 tan oc, to build up a solid organisation of the Poles in the Reich, or the 
planned return of Polish workers to tho General Government (Poland) for the 
purpose of staging a revolt. French civilian workers, as has been discovered 
bj State Poliou Hoadqusrters at Stuttgart, have received instructions to form 
groups of 30 - 40 men under a responsible leader, which, in accordance with 
instructions issued by tho B3C aro, in the event of a revolution or Germany’s 
oollapse, to make thoir vay u a best they can, to the invading armies. Groups 
of foreign workers are cropping up in increasing numbers and are responsible, 
amongst other things, for tho assassination of police officers, oamp leaders 
and numbers of the Wohmaoht, Soviet prisoners of war are successfully 
inciting Eastorn workers to Communist activities , and are keeping them supplied 
with instructions, manifestoes and pamphlets. The making of outting and 
stabbing weapons, and the obtaining of firearms, by foreigners has become more 
and more noticeable. Seme quite big meetings are being held in the open, 
mainly by foreign oivilian workers oocupiod on the land, who oome to these 
gatherings from the villagos and oven from outlying districts. On the other 
hand, contrary to its other directives for concerted aotion, tho oneny radio 
admonishes foroign oivilian workers to keep quiot, or at least to v£tit for the 
day when they will bo called to action. 

In this connection tho attitude of many German nationals cannot be 
passed over in silencj; I mean those persons who, in a spirit of broad-minded- 
ness and out of mistaken compassion for tho foreigners, help them to execute 
their designs. Foreign beggars are constantly boing given money, food ooupons, 
or food by the German inhabitants who are thus, alboit unwittingly, aiding and 
abetting foroign fugitives or agents. Furthermore, some Gorman nationals are 
trying, by treating foreigners in a friendly fashion, to insure themselves 
against the future, though s”.dh aotion can only serve to stiffen foreigners in 
their attitude and in the belief that the German people have lost confidenoo 
in victory.

The organised round-ups proscribed by express decree of 
14.7.1944 - V B 1 - Tgb (routine order) No.348/44g ro the campaign against 
foreign criminal a c t b _ extermination of foreign gangs of house -^breakers -are, 
us' was already envisaged in the decree, to be extonded immediately to the field 
of politics. If action of this sort is found to be inexpedient in any part 
of an Inspectorate, the inspectors of the Security Polio e and of the Geatapo 
must hand over the action to the State Police centres. The employment of all 
available men of the Security Police and of the Gestapo, as also of the 
uniformed police and the Party, with its branches, i3 absolutely neoossary in 
order to ensure a lightning coup. I diiaw special attention to the Agreement 
between the Reichsftthrer SS and Roiohsleiter Bornann, (Deoroe of this office 
dated 5* 9* 1 94-2 - S - IV D 37 / 41 , Foreign ’.Yorkers,) re action to be taken by the 
Party for the supervision of foreign workers in order to obviate national- 
political dangers. The closest co-operation must be ensured with the distriot 
administrations dealing with racial questions (GauAmter ftlr Volks turnsfra gen) 
in regard to undesirable or prohibited association of Germans with foreign 
workers. 

In order to ensure a unified procedure. and action conducive to success 
as regards members of tho uniformed police, senior officers of that service 
are to be kept informed from time to time by inspectors of the Security Poliao 
and the Gestapo of ary noteworthy developments observed amongst foreign workdrs. 
The Security Police centres tfill receive extracts from the "Reports of Important 
State Police Events" v/hioh, together with data from the Counter-propaganda Nows 
Service and the material obtained by oensorahip of internal mails, will provide 
useful guidance in planning a coup. In tho interests of secrecy, only a limited 

number of persons must participate in planning a coup } -other persons and 
centres should not bo infornod until it becomes absolutely necessary. 

The question of round-up3 applies espeoially, for example, to; 

Foreigners' oamps and billets; Stations and waiting-rooms j Premises known as 
meeting-places; and Black market centres; The meeting-centres for foreigners 
organised by the DAF (German \Iorkors' Itont) are, as far as possible, to be kept 
under observation only by tho ND (intelligence Service) method, so as not to 
scare off foreigners from continuing to frequent them and thus forcing them to 
find other placos for meeting, at the tine unknown; Private billots - as far 
a's possible - air-raid shelters; open spaces (public squares) and parks,, known 
as rendoz-vous for foreigners; mooting-places in country districts, notably 
woods ; arterial roads, especially at week-ends. 

For taking action, apocial attention must be paid, for example, to: 
pamphlets, illicit material, private wirel^s sets in camps (confiscate), 
cameras and their accessories (cf. decree from this oxTice da tod 15*8.1944. - 
IV B (Foreign workers) - 481/42), Sp (espionage) material (plans, drawings), 
aids to escape (r.fl-ps, compasses), notes on escape routes, arms, wearing of 
distinguishing tokens, completeness and authenticity of identity papers. 

Persons whose identity cannot bo established are to bo treated in 
aocorcianca with decroe of 24.3.1 944 - IV B (Foreign Workers) - 99/44 concerning 
renap tured workers who have broken their working contract. Note, particularly, 
persons in camps vho do not belong to the camp; such persons • usually 
found to be escapees or agents* ^hook-up with assistance of camp filing index. 

It is mainly- in agriculture that foreigners are given work \ without tho 
consent of tho Lab cat Excliange being obtainod or without the police having 
been notified of their departure; a useful method is that laid down in the 
procedure against slaokers, in decree of 27.9.194-3 - 3 - IV D (Foreign Workers) 

- £ 96 / 4 - 3 . 
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In order to prevent a fluctuation of foreign workers, and more especially 
their establishing contact over lcng distances, it must be impressed upon 
works managers that travel passes are now only to bo issued for journeys 
necessitated by the direction of workers for State requirements; joumoys 
should only be allowed for visiting purposes in urgent and exceptional cases, 
and then only if the foreigner in question is kncv/n to be reliable and has 
hitherto proved his worth. Foreigners caught without travel passes nu3t be 
closely questioned; those raking week-end trips must at the very least bo 
made to work, by way of punishment , during the week-end free 'time Works managers 
mu3t be informed that bicycles may be placed at tho disposal of foreigiers 
only for working purposes. 

It has repeatedly been observed that, after air-raids, foreign workers 
flock together to tho bombed sites, ovon coming from neighbouring towns and 
naturally causing considerable annoyance to the Gorman population affeoted. 

It is as well in such oases to round up the foreigner^ there and then, for 
clearing away the debris and making themselves generally useful, in order to 
discourage such visits in the futuro. 

The raids undertaken are intended to create a sense of insecurity amongst 
the foreigners by making them feel that they aro under constant supervision and 
obersvaticn; a repetition of the procedure at irregular intervals should prove 
suitable for the object in view. Furthermore the German public will see that 
they aro not without protection against foreign civilian workers. For the 
latter reason, it is specially important to supervise rural areas whert^ in tho 
ordinary way, tho available police force is insufficient to cope with the super- 
vision of foreigners. With tho help of tho local branoh of tho German Earners 1 
Organisation it should be possible thoroughly to enlighten the German colon try 
folk, as it is precisely this class that complies with the demands made by 
foreigners and allows then great liberty, merely to keep thorn "in a good 
humour"* On the other hand, the 3tops taken must not convey the impression 
that, owing to the course of ovunts, Gorman administrative centres are getting 
nervous. Tho foreigners must be made to realise that the guilty will be 
punished, but that those who behave decently and give no trouble, will be 
treated accordingly. 

When anything of special importance is reported, the RSKa-IY B (Foreign 
Workers) is to be informed, 30 that the information gained can be turned to 
good aoccunt, and bo made available for othbr Security Police centres. I 
propose after the lapse of a certain time,- to call fer reports 0.3 tc success 
and experiences.

TREA1HENT OF BALED-OUT ALLIED PILOTS AND PARACHUTIS TS 

In the course of the war there have been numerous cases in which 
members of the crows of Allied 'planes have made foroed landings on State 
territory or have come down by paraohute from damaged or shot-down machines, 
German military administrations, authorities and the civilian population were 
frequently under the impression, that these pilots were to be treated as 
partisans. In many instances German soldiers have used weapons against thosB 
who baled out, even when they offered no resistance. The oivilian population 
frequently thought that they we re permitted to use all means at their disposal 
against the pilots. Consequently it has even gone so far, according to reports 
from administrative, police authorities, etc., that peasants, for instance, 
have beaten the parachutists with cudgels in the fields or shot them with 
fowling-pieces. Similar events oocurred later when members of Allied Para -troops 
descended behind the German lines. 

The affair was taken up by the Allied powers and made the subject of 
diplomatic steps. When finally a standard rule and pronouncement 0 P the part 
of the State Administration became unavoidable, out of fear of Allied reprisals, 
discussions took place between the interested State governmental authorities 
over the questions raised. 

I 

The Foreign Office put forv/drd an essential point of view, which 
was in accordance with international law: in ary case the parachutists were 
to be regarded as belonging to a belligerent power and must therefore be treated 
according to the principles of international lav/-. If they then surrendered, 
they v/ ere entitled to demand the treatment accorded to a pri3onor-’of-war , i.e. , 
protection of their life. 

The iirmy High Command adopted a much more unfavourable attitude towards 
the baled-out pilots and parachutists. According to them, the paraohutists 
should in ary ca30 be treated as partisans, if they tried to disguise their 
clothing in such a way as to make them unrecognizable as belonging to enemy 
forces, or if they carried weapons. The ^rqy High Command regarded those as 
guerilla tactics and maintained therefore that the treatment of parachutists 
according to the customs of war was admissible. 

This opinion of the Supremo Military Headquarters coincided with the 
procedure most generally ndoptod in pructico by the German jury , as the 
gentlemen of the Army High Command explained. It was difficult however to 
maintain it in accordance with international law. 
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-in even severer attitude was adopted n by the Chief Administration 
of State Security (Supremo H.Q. of the Gestapo) on the questions raised. 

In repeated discussions its representatives maintained that "nH possible 

measures should be taken against the parachutists* and that* in the interests 

of the State"* the civilian population should not be restrained from 

rondoring harmless in every way enen*y pilots and parachutists, 

even v/hon they noithor offered resistance, disguised themselves nor carried 

arms. 


Unanimity could not be achiovod, for the Chief Administration of 
State Security opposed the standpoint of the other departments, that an 
eneqy pilot or parachutist, who does not try to disguise himself, should be 
treated as a fighting soldier, that i3, according to international law. 

The Chief Administration of State Security also opposod the standpoint of 
the Ministry of Justice, that according to law* the civilian population only 
has the right to apprehend a person, frhen there is a suspicion that tho 
parachutist has committed a penal offence (o.g. , theft of foodstuffs), and 
that* otherwise, military aid should be called in. 

A unanimous settlement was finally frustrated by the opposition of 
the Chief . administration of ai §£ate ' Security , on the ground *hat it could not 
de part from the sanctioned^stablisfted procedure of itr: cubcrlinate 
authorities, and that it was not ready to accopt the legal point of view. 

Consequently* in tho later course of the war, cases were continually 
occurring in which parachutists and pilots who baled out wore not treated 
according to international law. This can be traced back to the fact that 
a pronouncement on the legal aspect wn3 omitted, evon for the civilian 
population, and that therefore many actions, also uy administrative organs, 
were committed, ’which to-day would be prosecuted as war crimes. 

The course of the preceding description of the departmental dis- 
cussions proves with all qlarity which authority bears the moral 
responsibility for it.

•LABIS FOR EXPENSES OF EXECUTIONS ■ OF CZECH PATRIOTS. 


Some papers transmitted by. the Czechoslovak Commissioner, under 
date March 19th, 1946, include a cutting from the Czechoslovak newspaper 
"Svobodn6 noviny", urging that the attention of the Nuremberg court be 
drawn not only to the physical atrocities but also to the psychological 
ordeals imposed by the war criminals. It is particularly recommended 
that Minister General Dr. Ecer, if it has not already been done, should 
remind the Prosecutor, Pokrovsky, of the German bills for the executions. 
It is known that the families of imprisoned persons had to pay 1 mk. 50 
pfennigs a day for the prisoner, but they also had to pay for the fact 
that the German treasury relieved them of this care; 300 marks per head, 
literally per head, namely, for every head cut off. Detailed and 
specified bills would be sent, expressing every detail, for instance the 
washing off of blood, cleaning and so on. Total, 300 marks. What, Oh 
God, are Judas's thirty pieces of silver compared v/ith this administrative 
precision'. 


The papers also include statements cf account sent by the Court's 
oashier at Moabit, Berlin, on 1 5th February, 1943, to "the heirs and 
successors of the former Director, Anton Slavik of Brno, for the attention 
of the widow, Marie Slavik, n6e Sarks, in Brno", and to "the heirs and 
successors of the former professor, Jan Uhcr of Brno, for the attention of 
the widow, Milada Uhcr, n6o Nedelnck of Brno."

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FOMER GERMAN DIPLOMATS IN SPAIN AND PORTUGAL 
HANDED OVER TO THE AMERICAN MILITARY AUTHORITIES. 


(Translation of Report No. 12 of the Deutsche 
Pres3e Dienst.) 


Frankfurt, February 21st (DFD). 

Seven one - Some German diplomats, military experts and members of 
the Secret Service in Spain and Portugal are now in American custody at Hohen- 
Saperg, near Stuttgart. According to a statement issued by the American 
Headquarters, they were surrendered in accordance with an agreement concluded 
by the Allied Control Council with the Spanish and Portuguese Governments. 

Among the persons handed over were the following: Hans Thomsen, leader 
of the German Nazi Party in Spain; Amo Kleyensthber , Chief of the Madrid 
Section of the German Military Secret Service in Madrid, who furnished reports 
to Berlin concerning movements of Allied Forces; Walter Becker , member of the 
German Diplomatic Corps in Madrid; Hermann Wengstern , a German Military 

Attache at Madrid, who had, since 1940, been living as a farmer in IbiOa; 
Sigesraund Bihra, First Counsellor in the German Embassy at Madrid; Gustav 
Leissner, alias Gustav Lenz, head of the German Military Espionage Service in 
Spain; Gabriel Altenkamper , radio expert at Madrid; Bernhard Dembinski , 
radio expert at Madrid; Hans Kroll , Consul General at Barcelona; Mathias 
Mohren, Agent at San Sebastian; Hans Scydel , Vice Consul at Tetuan; Hans 
Singer, Detective Commissary under the Police Attach^ of the German Embassy;

AFFIDAVIT. 


I, Captain John Ashford Renshaw STARR, General List, with permanent 
home address at , Eleanor Crescent, Newcastle-under-Lyme, Staffs, make 
oath and say as follows: 

1. In May 1943 I was dropped by parachute into France with a view to my 
making contact with French Resistance Movement. I was unfortunately 
captured and eventually taken to the Gestapo Headquarters in Avenue Fooh, 
Paris. I remained there from about September 1943 until August 1944* 

2. I recall that one of the members of the 3.S. who was located at 
Avenue Fooh wa3 a German named STORCK whose 3.S. rank was I believe Haupt- 
scharfuehrer. 

3» STORCK was one of the most brutal of the S.S. who worked with the 
Gestapo at Avenue Fooh. On many occasions I have seen STORCK take British 
agents and Frenoh patriots, Allied airmen, and others who were captured by 
the Gestapo into a shed at the back *f the promises used for interrogation . 

I have not seen what took place in this 3hed but I have seen STORCK go into 
it with his captives. I have heard screams coming from the 3hed and I have 
seen STORCK and the victims come out. These victims had obviously been 
. beaten up. I have seen people so treated in such a bad condition from the 
ill-treatment they had suffered that, they could hardly walk up the stairs* 

4» Towards the end of 1943 among the prisoners at j. venue Foch was a 
British agent whose duty had been similar to mine, namely, to contact the 
French Resistance Movement. He made an es«*pe through a lavatory window 
on to the roof of 84 , A' venue Foch. He was seen by a party of S.S., and 
they follov/ed him, on to the roof.

In order to ensure more stringent measures against the continually 
increasing disturbance caused by acts of terror and sabotage, it is hereby 
decreed: 


Acts of terror directed against members of the Occupying Power, and 
sabotage against institutions for national defence, in particular against 
railway structures, ore to be regarded as partisan warfare . Franc- tire urs 
must be disposed of by the troops in the course of the combat. The handing 
over of such offenders to a court martial oan only bo justified in oases 
where the offender has not been deteoted or apprehended till some time later . 

In cases whore judicial proceedings subsequently become nooossary, 
the rule is that they tako place before the same oourt that originally had 
jurisdiction. But in oases concerning terrorist acts and sabotage directed 
against Important militaxy installations in the West, the Special Court at 
the LXV.A.K. shall have sole jurisdiction.

Because of incidents that have occurred at Copenhagen, the Ftthrer has 
ordered Immediate cessation of oourtnmrtial proceedings against members of the 
oivilian population in the Ocoupied Territories. W.R, is directed to submit by 
•2.7. 20.00 o'clock proposal for a draft Order for the treatment of hostile 
terrorists and saboteurs amongst the oivilian population in the Ocoupied Territories. 

Principle to be observed ; 

Terror can only be combated by counter- terror; court-martial sentences, on 
the other hand, create martyrs and national heroes. 

If German troops, or individual German soldiers, are attacked in any way, 
the commanding-officer of the troops— or it may be the individual soldier — has the 
duty of taking oounter-measures , immediately and on his am initiative, for the 
destruction of the terrorists. If, after an attempted ooup, the terrorists or 
saboteurs are only apprehended at a later date, they are to be handed over to the 
S.D. 

The Ftthrer' a deoree concerning the treatment of enemy commandos, dated 
18.10.42 (Ftthrer No. 003830/42 g.K./OKil/WFSt ) is not hereby affected, as it 
does not apply to the oivilian population.

I*. In accordance with the instruction of C.I.C. CKW, noted on report 
memorandum of 19,7. 44 (Appendix 2) WR submits herewith the draft for a 
Fdhrer Order (appendix 1;, and observes in this connection: 

"The Foreign Offioe and the Chief of the Security Police 
and SD are in agreement with the draft. 

At the request qf the Foreign Office the provision has 
been cancelled whereby the Order is made inapplicable to 
Finland, Rumania, Hungary, Bulgaria, Croatia and Slovakia, 
or to nationals of those States. They wish it to be 
lnoorpolrated in the doouaent. WR sees no objection to 
this proposal. As the order concerns only Oooi^iod • 

Territories it is evident that it does not apply to the 
above named States. It is however important that the 
-deoree shall not affect nationals of those States. That, 
however, is mainly of interest only to the SD; for the 
troops who ore required to annihilate the terrorists and 
saboteurs on the spot, oannot ascertain what nationalities 
these perso ns belong to. 

The Chief of the Security Police and of the SD also agrees 
with this view. 

WR agrees with the Foreign Office that it will suffice for 
the Fflhrer deoree to be issued as a "NID." document.- -For 
offiaial use only." 

II, Y/FS&’s point of view; (WFSt: Wehrmaohtfdhrung stab) 

The proposed wording oorrosponds with the draft originally submitted 
(Appendix 3;, with the following exception: 

As a departure from II. 1 of the draft, in conformity with the 
instruction of the O.I.O.OKv7. on page 2 of the memorandum (Appendix 2) the 
new wording provides for the execution of already valid death-sentences, passed 
by courts-martial, in accordance with regulations hitherto in force. WFSt, 
draws particular attention to this departure, because the C.I.C. CM? 
described the draft (Appendix 3) as the right solution. This draft provided 
for the non-execution of death sentences for the following reason: 

. Avoidance of reperoussions , suoh as had occurred in Denmark.

Vltix'. flUggGSts approval of the present wording (Appendix 1), espeoially 
as the SD. has also declared itself in agreement with it; at the same time 
suggests that Nos. 1 and 2 bo omitted from Section II. They relate to 
executive regulations to be submitted separately by WR to the C.I.C. CKW. in an 
aoooqoarying doaroo. In this connection, provision will bo ends at tho sane 
tine for the order to bo issued only to a rostriotod number of persona, and for 
the troops to be informed of it only by word of mouth.

The steadily increasing acts of terror and sabotage in the Occupied 
Territories, which are being perpotratod more and more frequently by 
fip-ngs ao ting under a centralised* leadership, oall for the most stringent 
counter-measures, commensurate with the harshness of the war that has 
been foroed upon us. Those who stab us in the book, in the decisive 
stage of our struggle for existence, are doaerving of n0 consideration. 

I therefore' command: 

I. All acts of violence committed by non-German civilians in Oocupied 
Territories against the German Armed Forces — SS. and Police and against 
institutions for their use, are to be combated as aots of terror and 
sabotage in the following manner: 

(1) The troops, and individual members of the .irmod Faroes, SS. and 
Police, must orush (niedarknmpfen) , on the spot, terrorists and 
saboteurs who have- been caught red-handed. 

(2) Those who are apprehended la tor are* to be handed over to the 
nearest local depot of the Security Police and of the SD. 

(3) Their adherents, especially women, who take no direct part in the 
fighting, ore to bo put to work. Children are to be spared. 

II. The Chief of the High Command of the Armed Forces will issue the 
necessary executive regulations. He is authorised to make alterations 
and additions in so far as is demanded by the exigencies of the conduct 
of war.

I attended the Conference (9.9* ?) as an observer. After pointing 
out that, after the issue of the "Terror and 'Sabotage Decree", the Naoht-und 
Nebel" Deoree had ceased to serve any useful purpose, W.R. invited dis- 
cussion on the enclosed Draft No. 009169/44 gKds - WR (l/3) No. 79/44 gKds - 
of September 1944* No fundamental differences of opinion were expressed. 
Points of a more technical nature relating to its execution were then dis- 
cussed by those directly interested. 

According to a communication from the Reiohsftthrer S3 there are, in 
round- numbers, 24,000 non-German civilians in custody and on remand, whose 
surrender .to the ,SD he demands at the earliest possible date. The question 
which arose in the course of the discussion, as to why this surrender to the 
SD, entailing no little administrative work, had become neoessary at the 
present moment, remained without an answer. 

It was agreed that No. I of the Draft Order applies also to oonvioted 
persons handed over to civil courts. As the OKW attached no great 
importance to obtaining decisions on the minor cases which are still pend- 
ing before the military courts* they were left to be dealt with by agreed 
orders of tne local authorities. 

The Foreign Office representative pointed out that nationals of neutral 
countries had also been "made to disappear" (vemebelt) whether hy mistake 
or intentionally (e.g.jiifj^oase of accessories) though they ought not to 
have been thus dealt with according to the basic deoree. The question of 
what is to be done with foreigners, and what information is to be given to 
neutral countries, oan, as the representative of the SD explained, be decided 
only in individual cases, having regard to the circumstances. This 
ejqplanation did not fully allay the doubts expressed by the Foreign Offioe.

DEPOSITION BY AAGE BANG, 

A DANISH INMATE OP DACHAU CONCENTRATION CAMP 

(keoeived fVora the Danish Commissioner) 


Translation from Danish 
CHIEF OF POLICE OFFICE* * 


Report. 

Tuesday, February 19th, 194-6. 

Aage BANG of 43, Gr/nnevej, Wirum, bom on tho 10th June, 1888 in 
Copenhagen, and an offiolal of the Telephone Conpany , Copenhagen, to-day 
oalled at this Department. Mr. B. had been summoned to this Department 
by a letter, dated the 15th February, 1946, with a view to ascertaining 
whether he had been subject to any sort of maltreatment during his deten- 
tion in the concentration oamp of Dachau, or whether he had been witness 
to any maltreatment of other prisoners in the camp. 

He explains that he was arrested by tho Germans on the 9th February, 
1945* He was kept in custody at the Polioe headquarters and the "Veetre 
Faengsel" , until on the 19th February, 1945 he was sent to Dachau together 
with 106 other prisoners. The journey lasted for 12^ nights and days, 
during which the prisoners had practically nothing to eat or drink. - On 
arrival at the Camp (2/3, 1945) Mr. B. tfas quartered in Block 19, he re- 
mained there for eleven days, when he was removed to a oamp hospital, suf- 
fering from diphtheria. While living in Block 19 he only onoe saw a fel- 
low prisoner being maltreated by "Block-Ael teste" Lieut. PIRKER, an Austrian. 
The episode started with an alteroation between two prisoners about some 
bread. Lieut. PIRKER mixed in the disoussion, caught hold of one of the 
prisoners, a small Russian, and hit him in his faoe until ho was bloody 
and quite unrecognisable to the other prisoners. PIRKER attacked the 
Russian with his fists, and after he was knocked out, he kicked him with 
his heavy boots all over his body and his head. Having continued the bo 
atrocities for some time while the Russian was prostrate, PIRKER at last 
pioked him up, and holding him by one hand he dealt him further blcx/s in 
his head until he at last dropped him - apparently lifeless - to the ground. 

PIRKER now in a state of irascibility oalled out in German to the 
Russian, threatening him of being sent to the crematorium. 

Comrades of the Russian then carried him to the Blook and laid him 
on his bunk, and nothing more was hoard of the threat about the crematorium. 
Mr. B. did not know what further happened to tho Russian, as he himself 
Imm ediately afterwards was brought to the hospital suffering from diphtheria.

This is the only example of real maltreatment whioh Mr, B, has 
witnessed, and he would not mention the daily kicks and blows given to 
the prisoners, as these, actually, were part of the Gaiqp'a ordinary 
methods. 

Personally Mr. B, has not suffered ar\y torture in the Camp, and 
he did not find he had any more to report.

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WAR CRIMES PROSECUTIONS BY U.S. NAVY 
IN PACIFIC ISLAND COMMANDS. 


Copy of a Memorandum addressed to the Chairman 
by Captain J.J. Robinson, U.S.N.R. , Direotor, 

Navy Division War Crimes Office, and Navy 
Liaison Officer, International Prosecution Seotion. 


Investigations and prosecutions of Japanese Art ny and Navy personnel 
have been and are being conducted by the United States Navy for war crimes 
committed on Paoifio Islands. The investigations have covered atrocities 
committed by the Japanese on Gtfxm and other islands in the Marianas, on 
Kwajalein and other islands in the Marshall-Gilbert3, and on Truk and other 
islands in the Carolines. It is anticipated that more than 100 defendants 
will have been brought to trial before the military consnission on Guam. 

The Navy has investigated also atrocities oonrdttod against British 
Nationals in the South Pacific islands. Approximately 25 Japanese have 
been apprehended for these crimes and delivered to the British authorities 
for trial. 

Rear-Admiral SAKAIBARA and members of his command on Wake Island, 
after extensive investigation leading to their confessions of guilt, have 
been convicted of the execution of 9 6 prisoners of war on Y/ake Island on 
7th Ootober, 1943, by shooting then in the back after blindfolding them, 
tying their hands behind them and forcing them to kneel on the beaoh facing 
seaward. 

Vioe-Adpiral Koso ABE and members of his command, after extensive 
investigation and confessions, have boon convicted of the execution by 
beheading in October, 1942 on Kwajalein, of nine Marines captured during 
Colonel Carlson's raid on Malcin Island. In his confession, Admiral ABE 
stated that he kept the prisoners about one month and then had them 
executed when an officer from the Naval General Staff in Tokyo visited 
him and indicated that it would be better to dispose of the prisoners than 
to send them back to Japan. 

Both Rear Admiral SAKAIBARA and Vice Admiral ABE have beon 
sentenced to death. 

The Navy has established a military commission on Guam which is new 
trying war crimes cases from Pacific Ocean areas. Tho oorjcdouion is hoadod 
by uoar Admiral Arthur Robinson and is 00 ; posed of Any, Navy and Linrine 
Officers. 

Captain John D. Murphy, U.S.N. , is the Navy War Crimes officer for 
Paoifio Ooean areas. Commander George Murphy, U.S.N.R. and Lieut. Ifohcmsy, 
U.S.N.R. , were aotively in charge of the investigations which led to the 
confessions and oonvictions in tho SAKAIBARA oase. 

The investigations have disclosed that the Japanose followed a 
pattern of executing all prisoners of war in custocty when American or other 
Allied Foroo 3 we re attacking. These executions were frequently held as a 


military ceremony, apparently designed to bolster the deteriorating 
morale of the local Japanese troops. A further motive appears to have 
been the desire to prevent disclosure of previous atrooitios by the 
execution of the prisoners who knew of them and might reveal them to 
Amerioan authorities following recapture of the islands. 

The lower ranking Japanese offioers and enlisted men who 
participated in these atrooities ore being tried as individuals and 
great oare is being exeroised to insure that Justioe is administered on 
an individual basis. Eaoh defendant is charged with responsibility for 
his own acts, and further the degree of his responsibility under superior 
orders is given oareful consideration. Responsibility of the highest 
offioers of the Japanese Navy, Army and Government for suoh superior 
orders is the subject of prose outi on by the International Prosecution 
Section, SGAP, in the International Military Tribunal for the Far East, 
and the Navy is providing evldenoe for this prosecution whloh has been 
developed in these Bxoifio island trials. The Navy likewise has 
furnished officer personnel, evldenoe and other assistance in the 
prosooutions by Legal Section, SGAP, in the military occmissions at 
Manila and Yokohama.

"Ihe Gamp Commandant held the rank of an S3 Oberaturmbarm- 
fdhper (Lieutenant-Colonel)* Sinoe 1940 Piorkovaky , Weiss and 
Welter were ocmmandants of the Concentration Camp* I an certain 
that 9& of the internees did not know these gentlenen as they 
entered the oamp only very rarely and let their subordinates act 
in their place, 

"Krindnalkoramissar (Detective Inspector) Kick was in oharge 
of the politiaal department* This Nasi rogue, always dressed in 
plain olothes, had the oonaplete Gestapo files in his possession 
and the lives of the internees were in his hands* It is from the 
political department that emanated, not only orders and instructions 
for release of detainees or transfer of detainees to another oamp 
car to oourts of law,' but also orders for sending drafts to the £ps 
chamber or the firing range. It sounds therefore more than ridi- 
oulous that Kick should declare to-day in his dexenoe that he did 
not know that a gas ohariber was in existence at Daohau too* After 
the oamp pcmmandant he is the most outstanding one of those partly 
responsible for every crime committed in the Daohau concentration 
oamp* * * * 

"The oamp leaders changed frequently and I shall briefly 
describe the Individual oamp leaders as from 1940 on. 

"38 Hauptsturmfdhrer (Captain) ZiU was as hypooritioal as 
a oat, extremely ruthless and therefore most feared by the detainees* 

"S3 Obersturmfflhrer (Lieutenant) Hofmann was a beast of a 
man and would beat prisoners more brutally than anybody else would* 
Few must have been the prisoners at Daohau who were not beaten by 
him* Hofmann's perpetual exclamation: 'You — , I'll eat you' 
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should be sufficient to Judge his eduoation. During Hofmann's 
tenure of offioe a SS Obersturmftthrer Kramer arrived as aeuond 
oaapleador. It was his innovation that detainees sentenced to 
be suspended on a tree by their hands whioh were tied on their 
back would new be beaten with sticks while hanging from the tree. 
Kramer is known to the world as the beast of Bergen -Belsen. 

"A small Improvement was notioeable during the tenure of 
offioe as camp loader of SS Ha up t a turmftthrer Ret twits ! He was 
more often drunk than sober and let the section NOO's aot as they 
pleased. SS Hauptsoharftthrer (Sergeant-Major) Xaver Trenkle was 
at that time second camp leader. He also was a dipsomaniac and 
would be dangerous for the detainees when drunk. Things got 
very bad when SS Obersturmftlhrer Kampe became oanp leader. He 
reintroduced pre-war camp discipline with the result that punish- 
ment increased in a terrifying way. The last two oanp leaders, 

SS Unter s turmf (lhr ar (second lieutenant) Junk and SS Oberaturm- 
ftthrer Rippert did not bother much about the coop but left oom- 

? lete discretion to the sootion NCO's. These seotion NCO's 
sergeants on duty) were Nazi rogues and moat feared by every 
detainee. All of them, whether it was Hipp, Seise Junior, Seise 
senior, Kuhn, or Bftdger invented mar i fold tortures for the detainees. 
Punitive, measures like the standing on the para da ground for hours 
during the all too short breaks and that in all weather, as well as 
special drill for punishment etc. always emanated from the seotion 
NCO's. These gentlemen too were more often drunk than sober and 
were therefore feared by every detainee. Their attitude towards 
us could easily be seen from the way they talked. Thus seotion 
NCO BOdger said on one occasion: '77a are still, the masters and 
before we go you'll all pass through the ohlmnsy' (meaning the 
crematorium). 

"The official in ohargs of in terr options, SS Obersoharfflhrer 
(Sergeant) Bach was also extremely unpopular with the internees. 

This gentlemen undertook no interrogations without a whip. He 
had invented ' j bunding oells' (interrogation cells) i.e, small dark 
oells in whioh the detainee had Just enough room for standing, and 
in whioh he would have to r ©rosin at times for days without food. 

"A SS NCO was in oharge of eaoh block as block-leader. 

They changed very frequently and wore loyal informers to the section 
NCO's. SS HaiptstuxsnfQhrer Schramm last acted as offioer in oharge 
of work. He and Kick (political department) were responsible for 
raking up the drafts. He is partly responsible for thousands at 
detainees having been taken to the Mauthausen and KLossenburg coups 
whioh were being run by 'the green ones' (oommon criminals) where 
thejt died miserably in the quarries. A senior SS offioer ms in 
oharge of camp administration. He hardly had ary oontaot with 
the detainees. This was however not the case for the NOO's who 
worked under the administration. One of these was SS Hauptaohoj*- 
fflhrer FrBhler who was in oharge of the internee cookhouse. The 
fetohing of food from the cookhouse to the living quarters was 
always a dangerous Job as one oould seldom pass JVdhlor without 
reoeivlng kicks and blows. 

"The NCO in charge of the laundry SS Hauptsoharfflhrer Wagner 
was no better. Of gigantic size he would deal out blows in a most 
unpleasant way. 

"In order to give a truthful aocount mention must also be 
made of the 'white sheep' among all the black ones. SS Hauptsohar- 
ftthror Alois Sprerger in oharge of the effeots stores was decidedly 
popular with the internees beaauae ho helped many of thorn with

advioe and even actively. His successor SS-Monn (private) GOrth 
of Bruok noar Bratislava was the exact opposite. He was respon- 
sible for the misapprqpria tion of the internees' valuables (watches, 
rings). The registry and the oanp post office v/ere outside the 
perimeter and only inembers of the S3 were employed there. 

"The internee sick-bay was direoted by a SS medical officer, 
Oberorzt (lieutenant). Real care was however entirely the res- 
ponsibility of the internee doctors and medical orderlies. It 
was fortunate for every sick detainee that he was looked after by 
his oomrades and not by members of the SS. Inside the sick-bay 
there were two experimental stations, the 'Malaria Station' under 
Professor Dr. Schilling and the 'Luftwaffe experimental station' 
direoted by an air force lieutenant. Both stations Used detainees 
for experimental purposes. The Luftwaffo station was especially 
feared by us as they requlrod strong 1 and heal tty men for their 
experiments. 

"Many human lives we re lost through these experiments. 

The crematorium where the gas-chamber had been installed for the 
sake of coci.odity was run by a SS NCO who wasy however, frequently 
replaced. Work was carried out by 3 to 4 Jewish detainees who 
would however 'die* always after some time (strangely always on 
the same day) and bo replaced by new ones. During the last 
months 'green ones' (common criminals) worked in the crematorium. 

The orematoriun at Daahau was also outside the perimeter and was 
inaccessible for us. The SS guards to \/hioh the section NCO's 
belonged as well had their quarters next to the camp. They oatae 
directly under the Camp oorauandant and their approximate strength 
was 230 men. ... 

"There we re detainees wearing an N on each trouser leg. 

This meant that they came under the 'Naoht und Nebel* (night 
and mist) order. These detainees, the majority of whom wore 
Dutchmen, were to be considered missing by their relatives. They 
were not allowed to reoeivo or to send letters. Nor were their 
relatives informed in case of death. The 'Keitel Order' aonoemed 
Belgian detainees and was similar to the 'Naoht und Nebel* order. 
Those detainees usually did not remain in the Daohau camp for long. 
They v/ere always sent to the Natzweiler concentration oanp. 

+ + + + + 

"The v/ord 'draft' without further explanation v/as already 
very feared. To go on draft meant to go to the uncertain, mostly 
to death. During the months of January and February in 1942 
'drafts of siok' became the fashion. The S3 men told us that 
these men were going to reouperate in a oonvalesoent heme, no 
matter whether they were siok or healthy. In fact they all went 
to the Hermann G bring works at Linz v/here they died in the gas 
ohamber. Thus during the above mentioned period almost 100 men 
per day, altogether 2880, went on sickness draft and they all died 
one day after their departure from Daohau. Their relatives v/ere 
informed that they had died from pneumonia. Even in later days 
• such invalid drafts left Daohau Cleaning death for every i;iember of 
the draft. 


"The daily drafting of detainees from ono concentration 
camp to another vns a definite method of extermination by the 
Nazis. I nyself saw drafts arriving at Dachau on which hundreds 
of detainees had perished. I remember one draft corain g from 


Franoe at the tine of the Gormn retreat. Always 100 of these 
wretched nen were looked in a covered railway carriage without 
food far a fortnight. Of 2,000 nen, 400 reaohed Dachau alive. 

"Another draft arrived from the Stutthof concentration 
oarjp near Dansig. Obey were also not given food for a week. 
There were a hundred dead amongst then sane of whan had their 
thighs half eaten by the others who were half starved. I heard 
SS nen say at the sight of these naked mutilated bodies: 'There 
one can see that these are not really nen but real oriminals as 
they eat each other.' 

r 

"Many drafts, mainly consisting of Russian prisoners of 
vrar did not reaoh the oanp at all. From the oaip rail torrainus 
these nen went straight away either to the firing range or to the 
gas ohagbar. Thus, on one occasion, about 12,000 Russian uni- 
forms we re oounted, the owners of vhioh had nevor entered the 
Daohau oanp. 

"I well remember a Russian Offioer prisoner of war by the 
name of Klriljenko Alexi, horn -player in the Daohau oanp band. 

In the beginning of September 1944 he marched out of the oaiqp 
gate with 97 other Russian offioers and a short time later w* 
heard inside the oanp the shots to which the 98 heros fell viatlra.

S. S. ; BDICAL RESEARCH. 


(The following report, which is marked SECRET, is of earlier date than 
the Report CINFO Noi 5, circulated as No. 44 of this series, but it 
contains some names which are not in the latter report.- R.O. ) 


1. In the course of an Investigation of Go man scientific research, 
certain facts came to light on SS. medical research, carried on at con- 
centration camps, and elsewhere. Only the bare outlines are known at 
present, as great efforts have obviously been made to keep them secret# 
but it seems desirable to summarise the results so far. The facts coaa 
from interrogation%Al3os reports, and the Osonberg documents. 

The S3 research fell under 2 main heads: 

(1) The AHNENERBE, a ramshackle organisation covering work on 
folk lore; archaeology, exploration, botany, animal 
breeding, and a lot of totally unrelated subjects. The 
only one which concerns us is that under SS. Colonel 

S LEVERS (war criminal awaiting trial) to be described bole*. 

(2) The SS. fygienio Institutes, also described belong

(The letters designating the departments are obviously the first letters 
of the names of the hoads. ) The last of these was harmless being con- 
cerned only with maps and charts; nothing is yet known. of the last but 
one. Of the rest, Plotner, Hirt and Vonkennol appear candidates for the 
war criminal class. May is probably a harmless scientist working on 
plants; what Schwab did is unknown.

Little known of other institutes but there was one at Posen, 
one at Kieff under Dr. Erwin SCHULLER and another at Riga under a Dr. 
BUJDAU. 

The main object of these Institutes was to look after the 
health af Gormans in occupied countries* Whether they had more 
sinister activities is a question badly needing investigation. 

2. It is the belief of the writer, though the evidence is by no 
means complete, that one of the main tasks of the Sievers group was to 
provide victims and conduct experiments on human beings in concentration 
comps, A German army bacteriologist* Professor KLIEWE, stated that 
General KEITEL Issued an order that the any were not to do experiments 
on human beings. Asked "Wty? were the army doing them?" he replied] 
"No, but Keitel knows the S3* were going to do them". This order 
presumably covered the air force and it is likely the. Navy conformed; 
leaving few others left to do them except tho S3. 

The first evidence came from Alsos investigations at Strasbourg. 
Professor Eugen HAAGEN of the University admitted doing experiments with 
lyphus vaccine an 1*0 prisoners at the Nat z we Her oamp nearby. In his 
oase tho prisoners were immunised before being infooted, but he adnittod 
that Dr. DING at Buchenwald gave large doses af virulent typhus to non* 
immunised controls. He also stated Professor HIRT gave leave for such 
experiments and that Dr* MHUGOWSKY controlled the medical side. There 
is evidence that Professor HIRT had experiments assigned to him by 
Professor SAUERHRUCK on the effect of poison gases on living organisms. 
(Osenberg files). There was another extremely suspect character at 
Strassbourg, Dr, Otto BICKENBACH, Professor of Internal Medicine, pro- 
bably an 3D man, who had taken part ‘in anti-Semitic riots. Professor 
Karl BRANDT, the Reich Health Commissioner Booms to have directed his 
work at Natzweiler. BICKENBACH fled before. U. 3. troops arriv ed, taking 
with him an eleotron microscope. SIEVERS knew ho worked with HIRT.

Another piece af evidence came from Sievers himself, who admitted 
he had provided equipment for a Dr. RASCHER to experiment with frozen 
prisoners. This work was asked for by the air force in connection with 
remedies for high flyers accidentally frozen. This request accords with 
the order that the services were not to do such experiments. Sievers 
told Alsos that Rasoher himself ended up in Buchenwald — perhaps he knew 
too much. 


THE TOHHWISSENSCHAPTLICKE ZWBCKFORSCHUNG . 

3. .Sievers, who is probably a cunning liar, freely admitted the 
existence of the research departments, P, H, and Dr. May's; but he 
denied all knov/ledge of Professor Vonkennel or of ary work at Leipzig 
University. This denial throws especial suspicion on the work at that 
placo. Tho Osenberg records show it was a large institute with 32 
assistants and work was being done on Syphilis, Sterility, Penicillin, 
T.B, and spotted fever, In a letter to Osenberg, Vonkennel puts his 
fltan5> at the top "Reicha-arzt SS und Polizei, Porschungsabteilung V". 
This alone brands Sievers as a liar. Sievers probably admitted know- 
ledge of Hirt because Alsos had got this from him previously. 

PIBtnor at Department P, he said, waB working on treatment of bleeding, 
and Dr. May on entomology. He gave a new name (not in Osenberg) 
Professor Hons BRAND at Potto nstein near Nuremberg. 


SS HYGIENIC INSTITUTES. 
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Sievera's story — for what It is worth— is that the professors 
initiated their own researches and reports were submitted directly to 
Hi mm ler, Sievers being present and also a Professor WU8T. The last 
named of Mhnioh was stated to be in charge of the soientifio branches 
at Ahnenerbo, though, as he was a professor cf Indo-Aryan languages, 
his qualifications appear to be nil. 

When asked why several of the sections were at or near con- 
centration ca:.Tps, Sievers, gave the unconvincing reply that sites and 
building labour were easy to obtain there. 
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if. These are less suspect because it seems their main function was 
to look after the health of the occupied countries which the SS. 
administered. The. Berlin Institute was only a. small villa so it looks 
as if the organisation was not large. The only activity that has 
emerged was an effort made to combat bacteriological warfare in which the 
Polish underground movement were experts. The SS. who were not very 
efficient had to Qall in the aid of any army bacteriologist, Professor

All the same they may have been entangled in sane way unknown 
with S levers 'q gong, the only known link being Hnagen's statement (para* 
2) that Mrugawsky was involved in Hirt's experiments. . There is a 
little confusion as to .who was really the head of all this; a Dr. GLUCKS 
with Dr. G&VS71T2 as deputy has been named instead cf Mrugowsky. 




5. ThiB comas from Professor Karl Kisskalt Hunioh U (in no way 

involved in the sinister business) ALSOS report BC/V&. Dr. (?) SCHUSSBR 
and a Dr. KLEIN. The last is in a POW camp, and the information ooae 
through Squadron Leader J. Y/..R. !J!HOKPSQN, R. C. A.F. , 04 Group R.A.F, 

The summary io that experiments went on at AUSCHWITZ (or O^TIBCIH) 
and were then evacuated to DACHAU and BEISEN. At all these places 
prisoners were used. A Professor GLAUBERG stated to the leading 
German authority an diphtheitta was in charge df ‘all the bacteriologleal 
work at Auschv/itz; aocording to Klein he experimented on women. 

Dr. Klein — a very nastypioce of work — a Roumanian, was at the some place* 
His war work was to seleot prisoners for the gas ohamber, and he was 
assisted by two thugs named JIANGERLAI and KERNIG (names also stated as 
MENGLE and KOENIG). Ho next vrent to NEUHs T GAMi{E near Hamburg, also a 
concentration oamp, and finally to Belson. The chief physician at 
Baleen was HORSTMAN and the deputy was SCHNABLE. 

Also at Auschwitz were "DR. " SCHUSTER the informer, and Drs. 

.WEfcER, HUNCH, and DEIHOTTE who worked on Typhus mon-man infection 
The first two wore good me n and assistants to Professor Kisskalt, but 
left him on Joining the SS. The three finally came to Belsen. 

. In another bacteriological laboratory at Auschwitz wore VASTER 
and HJTRES working on typhoid and dysentery, and WIRTHS working on 
oancer using fonale prisoners and perhaps X-rays.

6. This falls under quite a different head and brings into the 
pleasing collection Dr. CONTI for some tine chief medical adviser to 
the Reich. 
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Professor SCHILLING age 75 is hold by the war crimes cominisaion.(Sig) 
Z n 1905 he v/us head of tho Robert Koch institute and studied sleeping 
sickness in Africa. Frcn 1935 to 1938 he v/orked in lunatic asylums on 
malaria. In 1 939 he vnxs in Italy in a private oapaoity still on 

malaria. In December 19M he was asked by Conti to return to Germany 

and there he, Conti and Grawitz saw Himmler, and it was arranged that he 
should go to Dachau to continue his woric* In March 1944 he hod to go 
to Berlin for ah operation, and in his absence orders came from Conti to 
Atop the experiments and destroy all the reoordst 

It is a reasonable conjecture that the visit to Himmler was tp 
arrange for Schilling to use human guinea pigs, the presence of Grawitz 
proves the SS Hygienic institutes had a finger In the pie, and the 
orders for destruction of results show a guilty oonsoience and fear In 
Dr* Conti, 

The final touch, for all decent people, is that Grawitz was 
President of the German Red Cross.*

The following is a summary of sane reports by a 
Dr. Lichtenstein, who acted as defence oounsel for 
Czechoslovak citizens arrested by the German police. The 
originals of these reports were transmitted, in the German 
texi;, by the Ministry of the Interior at Prague to the 
Czechoslovak Commissioner, who has them in his possession. 


THE CASE OF HORKY 

The first report conoems a Czech priest, Horky, who was called 
to the Gestapo office at Prague one day in April, 19 42. He was not 

told what he was accused of, but was summarily ordered to leave Prague 
at onoe, to go at least 50 kns away, and to inform noone whatever of 
his whereabouts. He complied, but having fallen ill and being without 
money, he telephoned to his family - and was irmediately arrested by 
the Gestapo. His parents, with the help of the lawyer, tried vainly 
for some time to get news of him through the police authorities in 
Berlin. They had last heard through the good offices of a Frau v. 
Schroder, head of the office for petitions and complaints, that Horky 
was at Dachau. A police official admitted to the lawyer, in confi- 
dence, that he did not know of ary charge against Horky and that he 
had more than once plaoed a warrant for his release before OGF (Heinrioh) 
Mueller, but without success. Requests for Horky* s mother to visit 
him were likewise rejected* Subsequently, news was received that 
Horky was in hospital at Dachau, with an injury to his leg, which might 
have to bo amputated. With the help of Frau v. Schrttder, leave was 
obtained through Albrecht, one of Hitler's adjutants, for Horky' s 
mother to seo him at Dachau for 20 minutes. She found her son speech- 
less and in the last staje of exhaustion. The lawyer entreated 
Albrecht to obtain his release, but this he refused to do, expressing 
indignant surprise that such efforts should be made on behalf of a 
Czech when thousands of Germans wore dying in battle. 

In a last effort (1942) to obtain Horky 's removal fren Dachau, 
the lawyer next tried to induce the People's Court to indict him, as 
this would have involved his removal from Dachau to a judicial prison. 
This attempt also failed, and nothing more was over heard cf Horky, 
who must be assumed to have perished in Dachau. 


THIERACK AS A JUDGE 

In another cose forming tho subject of these reports* 10 Czechs 
were tried by the People's Court, by Thiorack, who was then its 
President, in June 1942, when reprisals were in full swing for the 
killing of Heydrioh. Thiorack opened the proceedings by telling the 


defendants that the blood of the persons who wore being executod in 
Bohemia was upon their hoads, sinco as member s of the Intelligonzia 
they had encouraged a lawless spirit. Defence counsel pointed out 
that his clients had beon in prison sinco 1940, to which Thoiraok 
replied "Bo that as it may, this is a tine for severity". 

When counsel for one of the defendants pleaded that his client 
was only technically guilty of a breach of the lav/, and that it was 
a "very slight offence", Thoirack retorted "In the case of a Czech 
the People's Court does not admit the notion of a 'slight offence'." 

All the defendants were condemned and executed. 


III. 

THE CASE OF PAVLIK- KORDOVSKY 

Early in 1941 proceedings were ponding before the Popple' s 
Court against seven former officers and men of the Czechoslovak 
forces, who were charged with "treasonable conspiracy". The 
normal procedure was for defendants to be brought by the Gestapo 
before an examining judge, who decided whether to commit them for 
trial. Dut it had become the practice for the Geetapo to present 
the examining judge, at the some time, with a so-called "RuckfUhrungs- 
befehl" (rodetention order), that is an order to return to the 
Gestapo a person who had beon handed over by i t to the judge, in the 
case of the judge declining to issue a Warrant of Arrest. Thic . had 
the effect that a person charged with high treason, etc, , was deported 
to a concentration can® even if the charge was entirely unfounded. 

The paradoxical consequence of this system was that it became 
the aim of a defending counsel to ensure that the charge against his 
client should be considered as justifying his committal for trial, 
since that would entail his confinement in a judicial prison; 
whereas, if the charge wero dismissed, he would be given back to the 
Gestapo and immured for an indefinite time in a concentration comp. 

In the present case the examining judge found no case against 3 out 
of the 7 defendants; they were accordingly handed back to the Gestapo 
and sent to Mauthausen, where they died soon afterwards. 

The other four, including Pavlik and Kordovskj} were caanitted 
for trial and therefore taken out of the hands of the Gestapo into 
judicial custody. On reflection, the examining judge felt that he 
had perhaps made an error and that there was not really a good case 
against the four Czechs and was inclined to dismiss the charge; the 
defending counsel succeeded, however, by strenuous effort^ in con- 
vincing him that his clients had really been guilty of a crime and 
ought to be sent for trial.

Major crimes (Verbrechen) and minor crimes (Vergehen), in 
particular those major and minor crimes connected with acts cf viola noe 
and persecution on political, racial or anti-religious grounds that have 
gone unpunished voder the National Socialist tyranny for political, racial 
or anti-religious reasons, shall be prosecuted where the principles of 
Justice, in particular the principle cf the equality cf all before the law, 
demand subsequent atonement. 



Article 2. 

(1) Prosecution shall not be barred because the act in question has 
at any time by a law, a decree, on ordinance or an order cf the National 
Socialist Government or cf one of its persons in power, been declared 
exempt fraa punishment, or after its c amission to be deemed lawful, or 
because, in pursuance of an authoritative order, no orindnel proceedings 
were instituted, or proceedings already instituted were abated, or not 
completed for other reasons. 

(2) The fact that any person acted pursuant to the order at his 
government or cf his superior shall not free him Ander this law from 
responsibility for a criminal act, but may be considered in mitigation. 


( 3 ) In respect of any criminal prosecution, criminal trial, or 
execution cf a criminal sentence for a crime such as is referred to in 
the preceding paragraphs, the accused shall not be entitled to the 
benefits cf any statute of limitation in respect cf the period from 
January 50th, 1943# to July 1st, 1945# any suoh statute of limitation 
shall be deemed to be suspended for the said period.

NOTE : With reference to some recent enquiries concerning 
crimes attributable to German General Staff Officers, 
the following report (Doc /138 (P), issued by SHARP in 
September, 1944, is now circulated. 


ITALIAN PARTISAN ACTIVITY. 

A captured German Arqy Order, 4, signed by von HOFFMANN, Chief of 
General Staff, and dated 20th July, 1944, Bets out precautionary and 
reprisal measures to be adopted by German troops against partisans, 
HOFFMANN says he will 'cover any officer who exceeds our customary 
degree of restraint in his choice of measures'. The order provides 
proof that the Gorman command is increasingly worried by partisan 
activity. 

Translation follows: 

"HQ I Prcht Coripa 

Operational Order No. 838 / Socret. 20 July 1944. 

Subject : Operations against partisans: Order No, 2. 


1. The partisan situation in the corps rear area continues to bo 
a serious menace to the fighting troops and supply services. The 
fight against partisans must therefore be conducted with the maximum 
severity. The good nature and credulity so coomon among German 
troops must be suppressed by continual instruction. 

2. The following orders are accordingly issued: 

(a) Every act of violence by partisans must bo immediately 
punished. The report on the incident will indicate what , counter- 
measures are appropriate. 

(b) Where partisans exist in considerable ntunbors, hostages 
will bo taken from among the local population (relatives or able- 
bodied sympathisers) and will be shot in the event of acts cf 
violence. The inhabitants will be informed cf this when the arrests 
are nr.de. 

(o) In cases where soldiers are shot at from villages, the 
village will bo burnt down. The criminals or the ringleaders will be 
publicly hanged. 

(d) In the case of sabotage to lines or scattering of tyro 
destroyers, the villages in the immediate vicinity will be held 
responsible. The best count er-moasuro is for tho area to be guarded 
by patrols supplied ty the local population.

(f) All troops will carry arms at all times insido and out si do

(g) Looting is forbidden and will be severely punished. 


The following will bo shot at once. 

Anyone assisting tho criminal , treacherous partisans by giving 
them food or lodging, or by carrying military mossages. Ary one 

oarrying weapons (including sporting weapons) or explosives. Anyone 
concealing weapons (including sporting weapons) or explosives. 

Anyone committing any kind of hostile act towards tho German 
armed forces. 

I will cover ary officer who exceeds our customary degree af 
restraint in his choice of measures for dealing with partisans or the 
severity with which they are applied. In this caso the old principle 
holds true that it is better to act and make mistakes than to do 
nothing or bo slack. Immediate vigorous action is an essential 
punitive and deterrent if excesses on a wide scale are to bo nippod in 
the bud. All civilians arrested in tho course of reprisals against 
partisans will be sent to concentration camps to be set up for this 
purpose and will be shipped to Germany as labourers. Locations af 
concentration camps will be specified later. All sporting weapons in 
civilian possession will bo surrendered at once. Town majors (Otrts- 
koranandanturen) will supervise this prooess. 

3. The fight against partisans involves both active and passive 
measures, with emphasis laid on the former. Passive measures consist 
in local protection of important artistic buildings along railway a and 
roads as well as vital installations such as power stations, factories, 
eto. 

Passive measures must in places be concentrated around vulnerable 
points, e.g, , ren patrols maintaining continuous watch aver the 
approaches. Active measures in areas infested by partisans must be 
particularly energetic when the main arteries of the armed forces are 
involved. Partisans will be attacked and relentlessly destroyed. 
Intelligence from inside partisan units (includes use of agents) is 
particularly important. 

4. Divisions are responsible for operations against partisans in 
their own areas. Boundaries must not be rigidly adhered to in cases 
where neighbouring units can assist each other against partisans. 

The Corps rear boundary on the Green Line represents the rear boundary 
for croo rations against partisans. 

In the Any rear area north of the Green Line, tho Supreme S3 and 
Polico Leader is responsible for operations against partisans along 
lines laid dorm by OB Suodwest. 

5. Operations against partisans are so important that they must be 
dealt with by responsible G Officers down to Div. HQs. Henceforth, as 
advisod by warning order, daily sitrops ;/ill cover under para, (r) - 
"Partisans situation" - all major partisan raids and acts of sabotage, 
stating where possible tho typo of wenpon used by the enemy — e.g., 2om. 
Aik gun etc. This does not affect the present practice of reporting 
them in ISUHs.

TREATMENT OF FOREIGN WORKERS 


Summary of Information No. 20 showed, by the evidence c f 
oaptured docunents that, in the Baden Gau, Poles, alleged to have 
co-habited with German women, were hanged without trial by the 
Regional SS, Leader and Chief of Police at Stuttgart, in virtue of 
instructions from HBDIiER's Office. 

The circular Decree, of which extracts are given below, 
issued by HIMMLER on February 20th^ 1942, through the R.S, H.A. , 
indicates — as was indeed to be presumed — that this was a case of a 
general policy applied in all parts of the Roioh. 

Part A. of this Dooreo relates to Soviet slave-v/orkBrs. It 
gives the Regional Higher SS. and Polioe Leaders power to hang them 
for a wido range of offonces, including serious indiscipline, 
attempts to escape, and intercourse with German women. (if tho 
womon wore non-Germans, the punishment was transfer to a penal camp, ) 

Part B. cf tho Decreo relates to the Baltic and Eastern 
workers, other than Poles. These workers were made subject to the 
police and were to be strictly segregated from the German population. 
In their case, also, intercourse vith German women was to be punished 
ly hanging. 

Attention is drawn to the following passages of the Deoroe: 

Part A., See III (5), which states explicitly: w Special 
Treatment is hanging. " 

Part A, Section VIII (l) and (2): These paragraphs afford scrao 
indication of tho procedure adopted by tho German polioe for the 
recapture of fugitive slave-workers. (+) It will be observed (para. 
VIII, 2) that recaptured (Soviet) workers v«re to be hanged.

I havo the following additional directives of the Security 
Servioe (SD); 


A. WORKERS FROM THE ORIGINAL SOVIET-RUSSIAN TERRITORY . 

I. General Security Measures . 

(l ) The employment of workers in the Reich from the original 
Soviet-Russian territory results in greator dangers than any other 
employment af foreigners, in spite af the special standards of their 
way of living, since complete separation from the German and other 
foreign labourers and strict supervision will frequently, in practice 
and erspoaiolly at the plaoe of work, be difficult to offset. The 
Security police is charged with the responsibility for preventing the 
danger, and it must do everything to accomplish its tasks i that is, 
to reduce the possibilities af danger to a minimus. Since enforce- 
ments cannot bo counted on, it is the special task of the inspectors 
and State police administrative officos to urge the other adninistra- 
tivo offioes, charged with the employment of workers, to take over 
the affairs of the Security police vdthin the sphere cf their Juris- 
diction 

Z~H* Here follow instructions for protection af factories^ 


III. Combating violations against discipline . 

(1) According to the equal status of the workers from the 

original Soviet-Russian territory with prisoners af war, a strict 
discipline must bo exorcised in the quarters and at the working 
places. Violations against discipline, including work refusal and 
loafing at work, will be fought exclusively by the secret state 
police. The smaller cases will be settled ty the leader of the 
guard according to instruction of the state police administration 
offices with measures as provided for in the enclosure. To break 
acute resistance, the guards shall be permitted to use also plysical 
power against the workers. But this may bo done only for a cogent 

oause. The workers should always be informed about the fact that 
they will be treated decently when conducting themselves with 
discipline and accomplishing good work. 

(2) In severe cases, that is in such cases where the measures 
at the disposal of the leader of the guard do not suffice, the state 
police office has to act with its moans. Accordingly, they will bo 
treated, as a rule, only with strict measures, that is with transfer 
to a concentration oanrp or with Bpocial treatment . 

( 3 ) The transfer to a concentration camp is dono in the usual 

manner. 

( 4 ) In especially severe cases special troatmont is to be 
requostod at the Reich socurity main office, stating personnel data 
and the exact history of the act. 

(5) Spocial t re atment is hanging . It should not take place 
in the* inuodiato vicinity of the camp. A certain nunber af workers 
from tho original Soviet-Russian territory should attend the special 
treatment; at that time they are warned about tho circumstances which 
led to this special treatment. 
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(6) Should special treatment bo required within the camp for 
exceptional reasons of camp discipline, this is also to be requested, 

IV • Anti-Reich Activities (Roichafelndliche Bestrebungen). 

Anti-Reich activities, especially dissemination of communist 
ideology, propaganda of disunity, sabotage acts, are to bo fought against 

with the strictest measures Anti-Reioh conduct is, as a rule, 

to be punished by special treatment , in slighter cases a transfer to a 
concentration canp may be considered. 


V. Criminal Violations . 

(1 ) Criminal violations will fundamentally— regardless whether 
•onrdttsd inside or outside of the camp — be punished by state police 
measures. The inquiries, as for as necessary, are to be made by 
criminal police offices. The county police offices are instructed to 
nnfra.it results of inquiries to the competent state police administra- 
tion office oefore sending them to the public prosecutor. 

(2) Criminal delicts are generally to be punished as violations 
against discipline, that is, against smaller violations the state police 
measures, against crimes like murder,, deadly assault, robbery special 
treatment will be used. 

( 3 ) When committing capital crimes against Gorman persona, a 
legal Judgment nay, however, in an individual case, appear suitable. 

If the state police offioo considers this neoessary, it can transfer 
the on so to the prosecuting attorney under the provision that, accord- 
ing to the criminal lav/s, one can safely count on the death penally for 
the perpetrator.. 


VI. Sexual Intercourse . 

Sexual intercourse is forbidden to the workers of the original 
Seviet Russian territory. By means cf their closely confined quarters 
they have no opportunity for it. Should sexual intercourse bo oxercisodl 
nevertheless — especially among tho individually employed workers on the 
farms— t ho following is directed: 

1. For every case of sexual intercourse with German oountrynon 
or wxion, special treatment is to be requested for male workers fraa tho 
original Soviet Russian territory, transfer to a concentration ermp for 
female workers 

2* Whan exercising sexual intercourse with other foreign workers, 
the conduct cf the workers from the original Soviet Russian territory is 
to bo punished as sovere violation cf discipline with transfer to a 
concentration oanp. 


VII. MEASURES AGAI NST FR ATER NISATION TOTH WORKERS FRCftl 

*~ 1the QRiGiI&r R ussian territory." " 

(l) Special attention is to be paid to the fundamental segregation 
of workers fren tho original Soviot Russian territory from the German 
population. It is important to prevent a penetration of communistic 
ideology into tiro Goman population by cutting off every contact not 
directly pertaining to tho work and, if possible, to avoid every 
solidarity between German people and tho workers from the original Soviet 
Russian territory. Against Gomans who act to the contrary, stops 


are to be taken by the state police according to the situation of 
the individual case. 

(2) If German countrymen or women should exercise sexual 
intercourse or consnit indecent acts with workers from the original 
Soviet Russian territory, transfer to a concentration camp is to bo 
requested. 

( 3 ) The intercourse between other foreign workers employed in 
the Roich and the workers from the original Soviet Russian territory 
also brings great dangers to be dealt with by the security polioe, 
therefore, it should also bo fought with measures against one foreign 
workers. As a rule, the transfer into a correction camp (deportation 
for Italians) will be oonsidored; this is also valid for cases at 
sexual intercourse. 


VIII. S E J» R C H . • 

(1) Fugitive workers from the original Soviot Russian territory 
are to be announced principally in the German search book (Fahndungs- 
buch). 

(2) When caught, the fugitive must roceive speoial treatment .

I FROM THE BAI/TIC STATES AND FOREIGN WORKERS. 
POLISH ORIGIN. FROM THE GOVETOKENT GENERAL 
THE ANNEXED EASTERY TERRITORIES. 


I. G o n e r a 1. 

(1 ) These workers aro to be treated uniformly in tho Reich and 
by tho state police. On the basis of the political vie*.v of these 
nations or tribes (Volksstaemmo) toward tho Reich on the one 
hand and their position in the East on the other hand, they are to bo 
govemod by tho general regulations valid for foreign workers, but 
are subject to special limitations in their way of living. 

(2) Theso limitations consist essentially in a conspicuous 
separation of theso workers from the German people. Since the 
employment and housing at those workers is not closely confined and 
guarded, it is the task of tho secret police to be especially watch- 
ful about the obedience to the mentioned principle. The secret 
police has to inform the offices charged with the employment at 
foreigners, through constant communication, that this principle will bo 
considered in all measures of work employment. Settlement of theso 
persons in the Reich, individual billeting in spite of existing 
oollootive quarters, position suporlor to that of a Gcram worker, oto. , 
must not be tolerated. As far as theso people themselves violate tho 
established principle, and act unlawfully against Germans by insubardina 
tian and aot 3 of violence, such a conduct, will be met with state police 
measures. 

4 

( 3 ) Those workers must, under no instance, be put on tho same 
level as the Polos or the workers from the original Soviet Russian 
territory, on account of their nationb fundamental antagonism toward 
the Polish peoplo and Bolshevism. Nevertheless, special attention 
should bo paid to then — especially by the establishment of an active 
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Intelligence service among these workers— since their good conduct 
toward the German nation might change into the opposite, ' of at least 
might stiffen, because too high political expectations are not 
fulfilled. 

II. Anti-German Activities . 

Anti-German activities like sabotage acts, Conrnunist-Marxist 
agitation, anti-German statements, strike instigation, are, under 
consideration of the aforesaid, to be met with all strictness, apply- 
ing the usual state police measures. 

^Section III deals with breaches of labour contracts./ 


IV. Criminal Violations. 

(1) The inquiry proceedings af all criminal violations ooanitted 
by the named workers are to be submitted by the local police offices, 
rural police offioes or criminal police offices, after con- 
clusion of the inquiries, to the state police administration offices. 

(2) The county police offices have received instructions accord- 
ingly. The intervention of the state police administration off iocs 
serves the purpose to give them a clear view of the crimes of the 
Eastern workers in their districts and, besides, to punish e specially 
objectionable criminal acts by state police measures. 

( 3 ) The inquiry proceedings presented to them are to be punished 
as follows; 

f 

Grimes against decency, acts of violence, and acts of sabotage 
are to be punished fundamentally by state police measures ( Special 
treatment) ; however, I have no objection against a transfer of the 
inquiry proceedings to the competent public prosecutor if, according 
to the penal laws, one can safely count on the death sentence against 
the perpetrator. In these cases the result of the trial is to be 
ascertained; should a death sentence not be passed, against expecta- 
tions, a report has to be made to me attaching a copy of the sentence. 

Inquiry proceedings resulting from other categories are, as a 
rule, to be transferred to the competent public prosecutor. If a 
strong increase of crimes is noted in certain spheres, then there are 
no objections at all to punish purely criminal acts, as a deterrent 
example, by state police moasures. 

'V, Searching for fugitive workers. 

As far as the proceedings for searching for fugitive persons 
are concerned the directives valid for Polish civil workers are to be 
applied in the same sense. 

VI, Sexual intercourse with Germans. 

(l) The sexual intercourse of the workers from the Baltic States 
as well as of the foreign workers cf non-Polish origin from the Govern- 
ment General and from the annexed Eastern territories with Gomans is 
punishable by severest penalties. (Changed by Circular Decree dated

23rd October, 194-3*) The workers vd.ll bo instructed thoroughly by 
using the attached orientation shoot (enclosure 3) end foreign 
languages text when reporting at the local police offices, She 
instruction of the German population will be effected through the 
party administration offices. 

(2) The county police offices have received instructions to 
arrest v/ithout delay workers who violate this regulation and to 
report them to the competent state polioe administration affioe. 

(3) For male workers who had sexual intercourse with Germans, 
apodal treatment is to be requested; for female vrorkers, transfer 
into a concentration camp. The directives issued for the Bpeoiol 
treatment of Polish oivil workers ore valid correspondingly; this 
is clLoo applicable for the treatment af the involved German persons.

Now, as before, section IV D 2 in the Reich security main 
office is competent for the treatment of oivil workers of Polish raoe 
To the inspectors of the security police (idfl), the 
districts of the security police (BdS. ) in Prague, all state police 
administration office;: criminal police administration offices, 
seourity sorvico (main) effioos (SD-(L)A).
